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MIGRATION TO THE SOUTH 
A Pointer for Contractors 


(['HERE is still a recognisable trend of population away from depressed 

Scotland, the North and Wales to the prosperous Midlands and South: 
the past decade has, in fact, seen a marked change in the pattern of employ- 
ment. This phenomenon is, of course, not new. In the inter-war years, the 
“southward trend” of industry and population was essentially a process of 
adaptation to changing forces in the economic sphere. There were then move- 
ments of population out of the older industrial areas into the developing 
centres of the newer industries. That it has not been halted, despite the 
incidence of general full employment and planning, is clear from a recent 
Treasury Bulletin for Industry. Contractors could do worse than note the 


details, since population movements and building orders frequently go hand 
in hand. 


In the seven years 1951 to 1958, the total number of movements from 
one region to another averaged 443,000 a year. . Most of the migrants were 
between 20 and 45 years old. The London and South-Eastern, Eastern and 
Southern regions, taken together, showed a net gain of 92,000 men from 
migration (equal to 2 per cent. of all male employees in 1951) and 71,000 
women (3 per cent.). The two Midlands regions gained 15,000 men, but 
lost a similar number of women. All other regions lost both men and women 
through migration, Scotland and Wales most markedly. In Scotland, there was 
a net loss through migration of 37,000 men and 17,000 women; in Wales there 
was a loss of 18,000 men and 12,000 women. This is not, of course, the 
complete picture. The total number of employees in Great Britain increased 
by just over 74 per cent. between mid-1948 and mid-1958. In general, this 
growth followed the migration pattern; it was slowest in Wales, Scotland and 
the northern part of England, and fastest in the Eastern and Southern region 
and in the South-West. About a third of the total increase was in London 
and the South-East; another fifth was in the two Midlands regions, 


It seems unlikely that these trends will be halted yet awhile. It is true. 
that the Government is trying to attract a diversity of industries to set up 
factories in the depressed areas. The motor industry is a case in point. It 
is not only one of the most dynamic of our major industries, but it is heavily 
concentrated in precisely those parts of the country where the labour shortage 
and the congestion of population and traffic tend to be greatest. It appears 
to be an obvious candidate for dispersal. But the motor industry is highly 
complex and integrated, and it is not surprising that there has been considerable 
resistance to the Government’s overtures, although in recent days one manu- 
facturer has announced a scheme which fits into the Government’s plans. 
Inducing the motor firms with big expansion schemes to set up entirely new 
factories in Scotland rather than extend their existing ones in well-tried areas 
is not an easy matter. The same applies to other industries. It may be that 
the question is more political than economic; but this is where politics and 
economics can diverge quite sharply. 


This is not to say that the problem should not be or cannot be tackled, 
The broad distribution of industries and population in Great Britain was 
determined long ago by world forces, and by the early development here of 
certain advanced manufacturing techniques based mainly upon coal. It can 
still be argued that there has been a failure to adapt this structure fast 
enough to changes in the techniques of production, and in the character of 
home and foreign demand. And on the grounds of immediate expediency it 
seems desirable that the Government should be successful in persuading 
expanding firms to go to the areas of labour surplus. Inevitably, this must 
take time, and meanwhile the increased numbers already settling in the South 
will require houses, shops and schools, and all the other amenities that the 
contracting industry provides. An industry so versatile as contracting has a 
number of advantages when it comes to adapting itself to changing 
circumstances.

THE laboratories now being built at 
Lathom Park, near Ormskirk, Lan- 
cashire, for Pilkington Brothers, Ltd., 
at a cost of £2m. will, it is believed, 
form the largest glass research centre 
in the world. 


Different types of laboratory accommo- 
dation are being provided to suit the scale 
of the work. These comprise a laboratory 
for small-scale experiments, a laboratory 
for medium-scale work and a laboratory 
for work on a very large scale. Other 
buildings include a radio chemical build- 
ing, a workshop and stores block, a lecture 
theatre for 150 people and a canteen seat- 
ing 500. A sewage treatment works and 
a car parking area covering 9,000 sq. yd. 
are also included in the project. 

Work started on the site on January I, 
1959, and is due to be completed this 
June. Progress has been accelerated by 
building a prototype laboratory bay room 
at Pilkington’s headquarters in St. Helens 
where the ideas to be incorporated into 
the Small Scale Research Laboratory have 
been tried out. 
routes, lighting, design of doors, colour 
schemes, black-out blinds and many other 
details. In this way, final designs were 
reached and approved on a practical basis 
before work commenced on the site and 
this procedure has already saved a con- 
siderable amount of time and money. 

Site 

The site is situated in a rural area which 
is relatively free from atmospheric pollu- 
tion—an important consideration where 
research of the type to be undertaken is 
concerned. The grounds cover about 160 
acres of which approximately one third 
is being used for the present building pro- 
gramme, and the rural atmosphere is 
being preserved by the planting of trees 
and grass around the buildings. The 
remains of the historic Lathom House will 
in due course be demolished but its 
gardens will probably be reinstated to

of the staff of whom, incidentally, 150 
will be graduates.

access to services for future expansion 
were two factors given high priority in the 
design of the buildings. The basic module 
used in the design of all the buildings is 
an area 3ft. 4in. by 3ft. 4in. 

The Small Scale Research Laboratory 
is a four-storey building about 450ft. long 
and 65ft. wide. The floor areas are 
divided into bays measuring 13ft. 4in. by 
26ft. 8in. The individual laboratories may 
consist of two, three, four or five bays. 

Services Feature 

Each bay is provided with six service 
outlets distributed in such a way that it 
will be possible to connect to electricity, 
gas, water and drainage within 6ft. of any 
point in the building. A horizontal service 
duct 7ft. wide, 8ft. high, runs the length 
of the building below ground level and the 
services are distributed to the floors above 
in ducts which rise vertically to roof level; 
these are 5ft. by 2ft. in section and are 
accessible on both sides of every corridor 
at intervals of 26ft. 8in. Services are taken 
to the outlets along well defined routes 
above the suspended ceilings. The pro- 
vision made for maintenace and future 
extension of any service is of a very much 
higher standard than that normally asso- 
ciated with laboratories. 

The Medium Scale Research Laboratory 
is a single-storey building adjoining the 
Small Scale Research Laboratory. The 
area is 35,000 sq. ft. with a headroom of 
20ft. Main services are situated in a 
tunnel 470ft. long, 7ft. wide and 5ft. high, 
below floor level, and supplies can be 
brought up at selected points, 13ft. 4in. 
apart on both sides of a central gangway 
for connection to apparatus as required. 

The Large Scale Research Laboratory is 
450ft. long, 80ft. wide and will provide 
very large working areas with a headroom 
of 40ft. In this building the main services 
run along the walls at an average height 
of 15ft. 

Full use has been made of the firm’s 
products with considerable effect—single 
and double glazing units, muroglass 
cladding, Vitrolite cladding and fibreglass 
insulation. 

The Small Scale .Research Laboratory is

constructed from precast concrete units. 
The Medium and Large Scale Research

Notebook... 


7}OR some time now I have been gather- 
ing together, or trying to gather 
together, information on the pupilship and 
studentship schemes operating in the 
different sections of the industry. The 
job has been rather a difficult one, but 
recently it has been made much easier 
through the L.M.B.A.’s publication of a 
memorandum on the services of its Board 
of Administration for the Pupilship and 
Studentship Schemes. 

The memorandum is in “question-and- 
answer” form and is intended to help 
those members who may not be fully aware 
of the services given by the Board. It will 
do that all right, for it contains much 
information which I have been unable to 
acquire after spending a great deal more 
time on the quest than I imagine many 
L.M.B.A. members would be prepared or 
able to devote. 

It explains the difference between the 
indentured student and the articled pupil, 
the courses of technical training, the 
entrance qualifications, the employer’s 
responsibilities and, finally, there is a 
section devoted to pay. Here minimum 
scales are given, and they show, for 
articled pupils, a range from £200 in the 
first year to £350 in the fourth year; for 
indentured students—who are industry- 
based—a weekly scale is given, starting 
at £3 a week in the first year and going 
up to £7 a week in the fifth year. Some 
may think these scales somewhat low and 
scarcely comparable with apprentices’ 
rates. But they are minimum scales. 


Disappointingly the memorandum makes 
no mention of students’ or pupils’ salaries 
after completion of their studies. True, 
they may, and probably do, vary widely 
between one firm and another, but one 
would have thought that approximate 
figures could be given, according to the 
size of firms. After all, a young man wants 
to know something about what he is likely 
to be earning when his training is finished 
and he has two or three years’ full-time 
industrial experience behind him. He may 
be difficult to recruit otherwise, for there 
are plenty of industries which do give this 
information. 

Perhaps I should add that quite a few 
London firms run their own training 
schemes. The L.M.B.A. schemes are 
intended primarily for those firms which 
have no such arrangements, or the facili- 
ties for providing them. It is to be hoped 
that the firms in this category who hitherto 
have neglected to train their future man- 
agement personnel will study the memo- 
randum carefully and invest in the 
L.M.B.A.’s soundly devised plan for the 
future. 


T is always of interest to me to learn 

who will be responding for the guests 
at the annual dinner of the N.F.B.T.E. 
This event is generally reckoned by my 
friends and colleagues to be the highlight 
of the industry’s “dinner season,” and I 
can recall several speeches of past years 
which have been among the best it has 
been my pleasure to report. Some of those 
who have replied for the guests on former 
occasions will doubtless be at Grosvenor 
House on February 2 when, I gather, Sir 
Harry Pilkington will be entrusted with 
the task. Apart from being a governor 
of the Bank of England he is president of 
the National Council of Building Materials 
Producers, whose members’ well-being is 
inextricably linked with that of the con- 
struction side of the industry. It may be 
that this will tempt Sir Harry to add his 
plea to that already made by the builders 
that the Government (who will be repre- 
sented at the dinner by Lord John Hope, 
the Minister of Works) should avoid 


measures which bring about uncomfortable 
fluctuations in the size of the building pro- 
gramme. If it does, I suppose his builder 
hosts, whose minds are still preoccupied 
with shortages of bricks, will not be 
unhappy. 

However, as serious speeches on this 
occasion are rarely popular, I imagine the 
reference would be but a passing one, 
sandwiched snugly between layers of the 
wit and good humour which Sir Harry 
always seems to have at his command. 


IR BRUCE WYCHERLEY has defended 
the building societies against those 
who hold that the movement is one of the 
major stumbling blocks to progress in the 
design of new houses. As managing 
director of the Abbey National Building 
Society, Sir Bruce is as competent as any 
to undertake this task, and he told the 
Insurance Institute of London the other 


day that he found suggestions that build-. 


ing societies were a drag upon good design 
“most distasteful.” 

I seem to remember that Mr. J. R. 
Millican, of the Building Societies Associa- 
tion, and some of his colleagues had to 
deal with similar criticisms at a house- 
builders’ conference in London just over 
a year ago. Like Sir Bruce, they gave 
assurances that the building societies have 
never been unwilling to entertain new 
propositions, including novel design, 
materials and construction. My recollec- 
tion is that they were also with Sir Bruce 
in expressing unwillingness to finance 
“eccentricities.” It can be appreciated 
that the building societies are justified in 
considering their investors’ interests first, 
and as Sir Bruce said last week, they have 
no more duty to lead design than insur- 
ance companies have to manage the 
companies in which their life funds are 
invested. 

Most people would agree with this, but 
I think we ought to be quite sure in our 
minds what we mean by the building 
societies. I, for one, am fairly certain that 
the officers and their headquarters staffs 
are as progressively minded when it comes 
to the design and appearance of houses as 
anyone at 66 Portland Place or 36 Bedford 
Square. But in the ultimate, they are not 
the arbiters. This role is assumed by the 
building societies’ surveyors who inspect 
properties to establish their  loan- 
worthiness. They err, as one might expect 
them to do, on the side of safety. And 
safety to them means ability to sell readily 
if the property comes on the market again. 

This aspect of the matter may still be 
overlooked by Sir Bruce and others in the 
hierarchy of the building society move- 
ment. Until it is looked into it seems to 
me that the building societies are bound 
to be criticised from time to time for their 
intransigence in design matters. 

Perhaps all the foregoing is less 
important than another piece of informa- 
tion which Sir Bruce imparted to the 
Insurance Institute. It was this. Contrary 
to anything which might be inferred from 
recent events, building societies—or at 
least the vast majority of them—confine 
their lending almost exclusively to owner- 
occupier borrowers. 


‘Tae will be many in Crawley New 
Town who will experience sincere 
regret at Sir Thomas Bennett’s decision to 
resign from the chairmanship of the 
Development Corporation. Over the past 
12 years he has been something more than 
the chief administrator of an enormous 
construction project. He has accepted and 
discharged in admirable fashion an even 
bigger public relations job, When Sir 
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Thomas and his staff started in Crawley 
there was a certain amount of negativeness, 
if not resentment, at the whole idea of a 
new town. In a matter of weeks, if not 
days, Sir Thomas dissolved this feeling and 
welded the existing organisations and 
community facilities into a highly efficient 
machine ready to receive the influx of new 
residents from London and other over- 
crowded centres. When the new people 
arrived, fresh difficulties and problems 
arose, but by then local confidence in Sir 
Thomas and his Corporation was so great 
that solutions were quickly found. 

I very much doubt whether any one man 
in the past has had the experience and the 
sense of satisfaction that goes with it of 
being the guiding light in the building and 
peopling of a new town and living to see 
the job virtually finished and in successful 
operation. This has been Sir Thomas’s 
good fortune. 

It is a far cry from the days when Sir 
Thomas was a tutor at the Northern 
Polytechnic in London. Since then the 
building industry has come to recognise 
his unusual qualities as an architect, as an 
adminstrator and a true friend of the 
building industry. Why he has never been 
accorded the honour of being President 
of the R.I.B.A. remains one of the 
mysteries of the century. 


ONTRARY to the impression left by 
‘J, my note of a fortnight ago, Sir Richard 
Coppock is not associated with the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers. I am almost tempted to think 
that it is rather superfluous to point this 
out, for since my note appeared he and his 
trade union colleagues have been locked in 
battle with the building employers over 
the claim for a wage increase. From the 
information I have on the course of events 
at the meeting of the National Joint 
Council, Sir Richard left very little doubt 
as to where his allegiance lies. I still 
cannot help feeling, however, that if Sir 
Richard were at the head of the N.F.B.T.E. 
many would find it an amusing exercise 
to speculate on the possibilities.

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PRESTRESSED CONCRETE BRIDGES 


In this issue, we conclude the exclusive report on the important meeting on 
prestressed concrete bridges held in London on January 14. The meeting was 
arranged by the Prestressed Concrete Development Group and held at the 


RESEARCH ON PRESTRESSED 
CONCRETE BRIDGES 


Mr. R. E. Rowe, M.A., A.M.LC.E., head 
of the structural department of the 
Research Division of the Cement and Con- 
crete Association, discussed research 
carried out at three specific centres—the 
C. and C.A., the University of Illinois and 
the Portland Cement Association of 
America. These organisations, he said, 
had turned out a fairly extensive series of 
research studies aimed at helping practis- 
ing engineers to solve problems which they 
themselves had posed from time to time, 
and sometimes had solved problems the 
engineers had not posed. 

First, the work of the C. and C.A. for 
nine or 10 years had been aimed at two 
specific points — the study of the 
behaviour of actual bridge structures from 
models to full-size bridges under the type 
of loading for which we had to design 
bridges. This had led to the formulation 
of certain methods of design and distribu- 
tion procedures; they had been formulated 
in such a way that it was thought the 
designer could apply them relatively simply 
in the design office. 

This work was supplemented on the 
experimental side by tests of model bridges 
and actual bridges to show the correlation 
between experimental and_ theoretical 
work, and it was felt there was sufficient 
evidence to support the use of these proce- 
dures in practice to give the engineer an 
idea of the accuracy he expected from his 
analyses. ; 

Subsequently his department had studied 
different aspects of prestressed bridges. 
One was the study of types of bridges 
most suitable for specific span ranges; 
secondly they had studied skew bridges, 
which probably provided one of the biggest 
problems in the design of bridge structures 
in this country. 


Standard Types 


First his department considered what 
were termed standard types of bridges 
suitable for short and medium spans, and 
they investigated two types which they 
thought would fill the range of span from 
approximately 25ft. to 100ft. The first of 
those types was the box section or cellular 
construction bridge, which they investi- 
gated in some detail; he illustrated the 
construction of the models used. 

They manufactured a series of longi- 
tudinal beams. Those in the first bridge 
they made were precast elements and 
longitudinally stressed together, they were 
placed side by side and between them 
were placed precast diaphragm units. This 
particular bridge consisted essentially of 
six main beams with two L-shaped beams, 
giving a cellular deck. The bridge was 
tested up to the elastic range and within 
that range its behaviour was exactly as one 
would forecast, using a normal distribution 
theory. Due to subsequent loading it had 


failed by breakdown’ of _ torsional 
properties. 
They were not satisfied with the 


behaviour of the bridge, particularly in its 
ultimate load range, and they produced a 
second bridge, adopting a different produc- 
tion technique. The beams were pre- 
tensioned on the normal long-line system 
and the diaphragms precast as for the first 
bridge, but the top slab was cast in situ 
in permanent shuttering (in the first bridge 
the slabs were precast). Secondly, they 
introduced prestress in the longitudinal 
beams. 

Loading tests showed exactly the same 
behaviour as in the first bridge as regards 
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working load conditions; but they were 
able to load it to ultimate and it had a 
load factor of 2.58 with the abnormal load 
vehicle. 

The results of the tests on both bridges 
were studied in great detail and it was 
concluded that in practice—where the 
joints between larger members than were 
used in the models could be made much 
more accurately and detailed more 
precisely—both forms of structure were 
practical propositions. The second form 
seemed to give a better overall behaviour 
and appeared to develop a better capacity 
in all the individual members. Therefore 
it was felt that this type of bridge was 
ideally suited, by virtue of its very high 
torsional properties and _ distribution 
properties, for carrying heavy loads, such 
as the M.O.T. abnormal vehicle. 

There were a number of bridges already 
of this type. The experimenters were of 
the opinion that this particular type of 
construction was suitable to span some- 
where between 40 and 100ft. where 
abnormal loading was a design considera- 
tion. 

The next type of standard bridge con- 
sidered was one used fairly extensively in 
this country for many short spans (say) 
25-50ft. It was sometimes called a 
composite slab, and utilised prestressed 
precast units with an in-situ fill above and 
around the units. Transverse prestressing 
was not applied, mild steel reinforcement 
being placed instead. 


Controversy 
When they had started the work there 
was controversy among -_ engineers, 


designers and research workers on the 
need for transversely prestressing slabs and 
the efficiency obtained thereby. It was 
in effect an argument as between the 
elastic and ultimate load methods of 
design. We should consider the possi- 
bility that the concrete itself would give 
sufficient transverse distribution, without 
the need for transverse prestress, and com- 
pare their behaviour in bridges. There- 
fore, in his department they made and 
tested three bridges. 

In the first of these 13 10ft. beams were 
placed side by side, with a 10in. bottom 
slab. The in-situ concrete was the main 
variable in this series of tests; the 
beams were standard throughout the three 
bridges. In constructing this first bridge 
of the series they used a strength of 10,000 
p.si. They relied purely on the tensile 
strength of the in-situ concrete to distri- 
bute loads from one member to the next. 
Having illustrated the failure, Mr. Rowe 
said that at ultimate the load factor with 
abnormal loading was 2.7, which was more 
than adequate for most designs. He and 
his colleagues were happy about the 
behaviour of the bridge, but they felt that 
10,000 p.s.i. would not be accepted. 

Therefore, they constructed a second 
bridge, using a strength of 7,800. The 
behaviour of the bridge as a whole under 
elastic loading, with some mild steel 
reinforcement transversely, was better than 
that of the first. It had a slightly improved 
load factor, which was 2.9. 

The third bridge in the series was a mild 
steel reinforcement design, and in the 
course of the work it was loaded many 
times to 1.65 times normal loading. There 
was extensive testing, and the load factor 
was 2.7, exactly the same as that of the 
first bridge; their load factors were respec- 
tively 2.7, 2.9 and 2.7. These were of 
interest in that one could calculate them 
very accurately, and using that process as 
a method of design one could deduce the 
amount of transverse steel required and 


predict the load to an accuracy of 5 per 
cent. 

As to the conclusions from the tests, he 
said that despite the severe overloading 
of the bridges, there was no increase in 
their stiffness under 14 times the abnormal 
vehicle load. The stiffness, which was 
the stiffness of a slab or a series of 
rectangular beams transversely connected, 
remained constant. The concrete strength 
was 2,400 p.s.i. at 28 days. 

The results indicated that in the design 
of slabs of this type one could effectively 
consider them slabs, since the distribution 
forces had been shown to deteriorate by 
not more than 10 per cent.; there was no 
cracking of the in-situ concrete. 

As regards the transverse stressing of 
these slabs, under the working load condi- 
tion there were no visual cracks. The 
stress in the transverse steel and within 
the in-situ concrete indicated maximum 
stresses of the order of 3,000 p.s.i. under 
working load conditions, and that steel 
was not exactly contributing to the 
behaviour. However, it was of vital 
importance because it would improve the 
behaviour of the bridges. The large 
ultimate load of the bridges was largely 
due to the strength of the in-situ concrete. 

The results of the tests had been incor- 
porated in some work done by the 
Prestressed Concrete Development Group. 

The two types of bridge he had 
discussed were considered purely because 
they were thought to be the types suitable 
in practice, and the work would help 
designers to understand better the way in 
which their bridges behaved. 

The next part of the research was being 
directed to problems which so far had 
not been treated very well, one being the 
effects of local loads. The effects of 
distribution on local action could be 
studied at the same time. 


Problem of Skew 


Coming to the problem of skew, he said 
it had no theoretical solution which could 
be rigorously applied in a general case. 
Therefore, some simplified procedure must 
be adopted. His department had 
approached the problem in a fairly general 
way. They had taken a series of degrees 
of skew—0 deg., 15 deg., 30 deg., 45 deg. 
and 60 deg.—and for those degrees of skew 
they had considered a number of span/ 
breadth ratios. For the five values of 
span/breadth ratios they had set up the 
equations. The computer calculated all 
the deflections for a load at any one of a 
series of points in the slab; in other words, 
it produced the influence coefficient for 
deflection by a point load for 45 points. 

The solutions would be available in the 
not too-distance future and would enable 
designers, if they wished, to make a 
rigorous analysis of a slab. It must be an 
isotropic slab, to enable the solutions to 
be applied. All that the research had done 
was to provide the influence coefficient 
for the deflection. 

That was one method by which we could 
approach skewed slabs, and in fact some 
organisation had extended the work to 
write a programme for the computer 
which would give the bending moment, 
once it was given the deflection. 

This problem was probably not best 
treated from an elastic point of view, and 
he illustrated a rather more realistic 
approach—ultimate load. His department 
had derived a series of equations for 
skewed bridges which would take account 
of span/breadth ratios at varying skew, 
and longitudinal and transverse reinforce- 
ment, and they had checked it on a series 
of slabs. The approach using ultimate 
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load could be extended to other types of 
bridge. 

The work had been considered in some 
detail and they felt quite happy about slabs 
under ultimate load conditions; and they 
were also in a position to say what was the 
economic distribution of reinforcement, 
designed purely on the ultimate load basis. 
They hoped that a publication would be 
available in the future which would show 
how to detail when one had an exceedingly 
difficult problem. 

The last aspect of this ultimate load 
work that he mentioned was the tendency 
at the present time for us to consider the 
bridge as having a top slab, where it was 
very difficult to see exactly what would 
happen from an_ ultimate load point of 
view. To investigate the effect further 
they were producing a small bridge which 
they would use for an elastic investigation, 
to consider the use of prestressed concrete 
diaphragms in reinforced concrete bridges 
and their efficiency in creating a homo- 
geneous member. Secondly, to consider 
the effect of local loads on the slab be- 
tween diaphragms and stringers. And 
thirdly to consider the ultimate load of 
the structure as a whole, and try to derive 
suitable methods of analysis. 

Other work they were doing in relation 
to bridges concerned reinforced concrete 
hinges in connection with prestressed and 
reinforced concrete bridges. A programme 
of tests was planned. 


Illinois Research 


Speaking of the research by the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, he said they had been 
considering prestressed concrete for 
bridges for longer than had the C. and 
C.A., and their approach was different. 
They had said that in order to design better 
we must start from first princivles and 
determine all the basic information on 
prestressed concrete as a building material. 
Their approach, therefore, was that shear, 
flexural strength, relaxation of steel creep 
and shrinkage were the essential things to 
study, and they had undertaken a very 
extensive programme of shear tests on 
simple and two-span beams. They simu- 
lated moving loads on the span and found 
that under such loads it was better to have 
more stirrups at the centre of the span 
than at the ends. That was contrary to 
our normal detail of reinforcement. 

The next subject they had considered 
was the shear strength of the beams them- 
selves; and shear was a particularly diffi- 
cult problem. They had tested something 
like 200 beams. One was a little hesitant 
to say what would come out of that type 
of research eventually. However, they 
hoped the results would be incorporated 
in their code. 

The relaxation tests had been carried 
out with the type of steel used in the 
United States. Generally speaking, 
relaxation figures there had been ‘slightly 
higher than the figures determined in this 
country; so that the application of results 
obtained with American steel was very 
doubtful in this country. 

However, the most important aspect had 
been a study of the creep and shrinkage 
effects. The investigations had been going 
on for two or three years, and 80 per cent. 
of the total deformation over a period of 
two years would occur in three months. 
They had produced specified curves for a 
given strength of concrete which would 
enable one to calculate the long-term effect 
of shrinkage and creep; and in one of their 
latest bulletins there was a calculation to 
determine the effect of casting the in-situ 
slab at some particular time. If we cast 
between one and six months, after two or 
three years the effects of shrinkage and 
creep were the same. Creen did not in 
any way affect the ultimate load of the 
structure. 

This type of work, added Mr. Rowe, was 
very interesting when completed, but 
unfortunately there were very many vari- 
ables to consider, and he feared that the 
University of Illinois would be doing this 
work for some time before the _ results 
would come out. However, it was of 
interest in that the approach was different 
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from that of research workers in this 
country. 

The work of the Portland Cement 
Association in America was immediately 
applicable to prestressed concrete bridges 
in this country. When their laboratory 
was opened a few years ago they had 
decided to make an immediate investiga- 
tion into prestressed bridges, a lot of these 
bridges having to be built as in this 
country. The bridge spans they were 
interested in were from 40 to 100 ft., and 
they used standard products to manufac- 
ture continuous and double-span bridges. 
They had studied individual beams of stan- 
dard units, their flexural and shear strength 
under static and moving load conditions, 
the effect of shrinkage and creep of the 
concrete on precast members, they had 
worked with deformed steel bars and sup- 
ports, and finally had tested a _ bridge 
structure as a whole to failure. They had 
simulated the behaviour of an actual struc- 
ture, determined the effects of a percentage 
of shear reinforcement and also a_per- 
centage of deformed bar reinforcement in 
the top slab on the shear behaviour. They 
satisfied themselves that a design criterion 
could be formed for the particular 
construction. 

Another set of tests was aimed at 
tinding the fatigue stress of a joint as 
such in flexure. 

Then they tested a series of beams 66ft. 
long to find the effect of shrinkage and 
creep on deformation with time. The 
deformations were left for 18 months, and 
they determined the ultimate deflection of 
the beams. The work was concluded with 
a test to destruction of the individual 
members. 

Finally they erected a series of five-span 
beams jointed at the centre span with in- 
situ concrete which was placed at the same 
time as the top slab. 

Mr. Rowe illustrated a two-span bridge 
completed and tested to destruction, and 
said its behaviour was perfectly satisfac- 
tory. 

He had dealt with these investigations, 
he concluded, to show the intensity of the 
work which had been done and the 
specialised nature of it. The results were 
of great interest. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed the indebted- 
ness of the meeting to Mr. Rowe for an 
intensely interesting and comprehensive 
review of testing and research in this 
country and in America. At a time when 
we were examining and hearing about 
some quite exciting bridges which were 
due to the skill and imagination of our 
engineers, he said, it was right that we 
should not only know of, but recognise, 
the extent of the research which was be- 
hind all this work. The Group owed a 
great debt of gratitude not only to Mr. 
Rowe for the work he was doing, but also 
to the Cement and Concrete Association 
for having enabled the work to be carried 
out. 

Mr. RoweE, in reply to a question, said 
that a test of a composite slab we should 
always get the type of failure pattern he 
had illustrated under abnormal loading. 
It was a auestion of the relative propor- 
tions of the slab and the relative magnitude 
of the dead to live load. For spans up to 
50ft. he would say that the slab would 
always lift under ultimate load conditions. 


BRIDGES ON THE MAIDSTONE 
BY-PASS 


was dealt with by Mr.

M.Inst.H.E., county surveyor, Kent, in 
conjunction with Mr. F. M. Bowen, 
M.I.C.E., M.I.Struct.E., Scott and Wilson, 
Kirkpatrick and Partners, and Mr. A. S. 
McDermott, M.A.(Cantab.), A.M.LC.E. 
__ Mr. H. Bowp er opened with a brief 
introduction to the Maidstone By-pass 
generally, and described some of the 
bridges which had been designed at 
County Hall, Maidstone. 

With the exception of the bridge over 
the river Medway. he said, those on the 
western section of the by-pass, together 
with some of the smaller works on the 
eastern section, were designed by county 
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council staff. The standard design con- 
sisted of four simply supported spans and 
was a streamlined version of the one 
designed for the Ashford By-pass, the 
aesthetics of which were so warmly praised 
by Mr. Jellicoe when delivering the fourth 
Rees Jeffreys Triennial Lecture to the Town 
Planning Institute. Mr. Bowdler referred 
to this as a sound engineering job devoid 
of all unnecessary architectural frills—the 
work of an engineer from start to finish. 

The deck construction for each span 
incorporated a number of precast longi- 
tudinal units inter-connected by in-situ 
diaphragms and reinforced concrete deck 
slab. The precast units were simply sup- 
ported and were designed to. act 
compositely with the in-situ deck slab. To 
give the bridges a light and slender 
appearance the longitudinal prestressing 
was performed in two stages. The first 
stage was carried out at works on the 
precast units and the second stage on the 
composite section. 

To effect a further reduction of con- 
struction depth the diaphragms were used 
partially to prop the units during the con- 
struction of the deck slab. This was 
achieved by pouring the deck slab in 
longitudinal strips with a width equal to 
the spacing of three beams, so that the 
weight of each strip was distributed 
between all the units or composite beams 
in the span. It was specified that the 
concrete in each strip must attain a 
minimum crushing strength of 1,250 p.s.i. 
before the next strip was poured. 

The ends of the beams of one span were 
staggered in relation to those of the 
adjacent span, affording a “central” bear- 
ing on the piers and leaving the end 
anchorage exposed for carrying out the 
second stage prestress operation. This 
arrangement gave a concentric loading of 
the piers and uniform bearing pressures 
over the width of foundations for all 
conditions of loading. 

To eliminate expansion joints over the 
piers the whole of the expansion had been 
carried to one end of the bridge. This was 
done by fixing the deck on the lower 
abutment, providing hinges at the foot 
and at the top of the piers, and providing 
roller bearings under each beam at the 
higher abutment. The wide expansion 
gap that frequently disfigures the elevation 
of bridges had been avoided by extending 
the parapets at both ends by cantilevers. 
The inside and bottom surfaces of these 
cantilevers were tapered so that their areas 
at the extreme ends were reduced to a 
minimum. When movement of the deck 
occurred, the tapered surfaces of the canti- 
levers exerted a small pressure on the 
filling with which they were in contact. 
The purpose of the parapet extensions or 
cantilevers was to contain the filling of the 
approach embankments and to support the 
parapet railings for a short distance 
beyond the end of the deck. 

The different spans of a bridge were 
inter-connected through the deck slab; but 
since deflection joints were constructed in 
the deck slab over each pier, special 
connectors were employed. The connec- 
tors were }in. dia. bars 15ft. long, with 
hooks at each end. The central 12ft. 
lengths of the bars were covered with poly- 
thene sheaths so that the strain on the 
unbonded lengths permitted independent 
deflection of spans under live load and 
obviated continuity. 

The deck was located on the sub- 
structure by dowels projecting from the 
precast units, registering with stops pro- 
jecting from lintel beams of the piers or 
from the fixed end abutment. 

In the design of the piers for these 
bridges a deviation was made from the 
prototype at Ashford by dispensing with 
the haunching of the lintel beams. It was 
felt that the straight soffit harmonised with 
that of the deck. 

Advantage had been taken of the 
improved mode of bearing of the deck 
units to reduce the thickness of the piers 
to 18in. 

These modifications had resulted in 
excessively high shear stresses for normal 
reinforced concrete, and to overcome this 
problem the lintel beams had been pre- 
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stressed. The footings and columns, 
however, had been executed in normal 
reinforced concrete. 

The minimum crushing strengths in 28 
days had been specified for the concrete 
used in the construction of the bridges: 
Post-tensioned precast units, 7,500 p.s.i.; 
post-tensioned in-situ concrete, 7,000 p.s.i.; 
normal reinforced concrete, 3,600 p.s.i. 

In determining the properties of the 
composite sections the modulus of the in- 
situ concrete had been taken at 80 per 
cent. of that of the precast concrete. The 
working stress in 0.276in. dia. high tensile 
steel wires had been taken at 70 per cent. 
of the minimum ultimate strength. 

P.S.C. monowire anchorages for 12 
0.276in. wires had been used for the 
longitudinal cables, but, because of their 
smaller area, Gifford-Udall tube anchorages 
for 12 0.276in. dia. wires had _ been 
used for the transverse cables. P.S.C. 
“hydra rigid” steel sheath of 2in. dia. had 
been used for the ducts. 


Siting Problem 


The Chatham Road bridge presented a 
problem owing to its siting over a fault. 
The fault crossed the site roughly 
diagonally, giving the Folkestone Sand 
beds to the south and the Gault Clay to 
the north on the down throw side. While 
both these subsoils offered a good founda- 
tion, Gault Clay would expand when 
relieved of its overburden pressure and 
contract when re-loaded with the struc- 
ture; but the Folkestone Sands were not 
expected to vary under the same 
conditions. 

The diagonal line of the fault precluded 
a settlement joint in the structure. To 
reduce any tendency for differential 
settlement between the parts of the bridge 
founded on the two strata, it was decided 
to build on normal footings on the sand 
and by piling in the clay. 

The contractor elected to use West’s 
Shell Pile, which complied with the 
specification. 

Driving was much harder than expected 
and many piles were driven to refusal. In 
consequence the length of the piles carry- 
ing the piers were only 8-l0ft. long; the 
free-end abutment was founded at a higher 
level and the piles were correspondingly 
longer. At this depth of penetration there 
was no danger of the works producing any 
physical change in the clay. 

By making all spans equal it was possible 
to found the fixed end abutment wholly 
on sand, with the added advantage of 
simplifying the construction without 
appreciably lengthening the bridge. 

Vehicles in distress were urged to draw 
off the carriageway on to the hardened 
shoulder. It was therefore essential to 
cater for this contingency on a bridge, and 
adequate edge stiffening of the deck had 
been provided in the Chatham Road bridge 
by positioning the four outer beams of all 
spans at 3ft. centres, which corresponded 
to the wheel spacing on the axles of the 
abnormal load. These beams carried the 
full load without dispersion. 

In the other positions where the beams 
were straddled by the abnormal loading. 
and where dispersion occurred, identical 
beams were used at 3ft. 8in. centres. 

The precast units were located so that 
the clear distances between end blocks 
over the piers were lin. and Qin., alter- 
nately. Steel ducts occupying some of the 
wide spaces were cast into the diaphragms 
and conveyed G.P.O. cables over the 
bridge. 

Problem in Levels 


The Forstal Road bridge site presented 
i problem in levels. The gradient of the 
realigned Forstal Road was 1 in 18 where 
it crossed the by-pass, which was itself 
on a gradient of 1 in 48. The gradients, 
combined with an angle of skew, created 
large variations not only in the heights of 
the three piers, but also the heights of 
opposite ends of each pier. 

The contours of the original ground 
helped to aggravate the situation by 
making the height of the fixed end abut- 
ment, which was at the lower end of the 
bridge, 31ft. high, and the other abutment 
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23ft. 6in. The abutments were buried 
and were of the skeleton or open type 
executed in normal reinforced concrete. 

Forstal Road followed a 2 deg. 40ft. 
curve, but in view of the gradient and the 
angle of skew it was decided not to build 
the bridge to the same radius as it might 
detract from the appearance of the 
elevation, but to build it sufficiently wide 
to accommodate the curve of the carriage- 
way. 

Owing to the skew it was not thought 
advisable to take care of expansion in the 
manner adopted for the other bridges. 
Instead, the ends of all precast units over 
the pier had been mounted on roller 
bearings. 

The forming of the in-situ. concrete 
diaphragms was simplified by making 
diaphragm starters an integral part of the 
precast units. The arrangement of the 
diaphragms and consequently the trans- 
verse ducts must be contrived so that the 
number of different units was reduced to 
a minimum. Special units were necessary 
for the outer beams and for some internal 
units as transverse anchorages must be cast 
into some or all of the diaphragms. 

The slope of the bank on the north side 
of the by-pass had been limited to 14 to 1, 
and the span of the approach opening was 
the same as the main opening. The 
span of the other approach opening had 
been fixed to give a balanced elevation. 
oe ducts were provided under each foot- 
path, 

Coldharbour Lane bridge followed the 
general pattern of the other bridges 
described. 

For the accommodation road bridge at 
Allington Quarry four precast units of 
similar section to those in the Forstal.Road 
bridge were used in each span to carry a 
50-ton tracked excavator. In this bridge 
it was necessary only to apply second stage 
prestress to the main spans. 

_As the bridge was only 12ft. wide, the 
piers were reinforced concrete walls hinged 
top and bottom to allow breathing. 

The deck was waterproofed by two 
layers of bitumen sheeting, which was 
protected by 4in. thick reinforced concrete 
wearing surface. 


Individual Designs Necessary 


Mr. F. M. BoweN said the primary condi- 
tions, notably widths and angles of skew, 
for the 10 bridges designed and supervised 
on site by the consulting engineers were 
such that an individaul design was neces- 
sary for each of them. Complete 
standardisation was neither structurally 
sound nor economically justifiable. Never- 
theless, a limited amount was achieved, 
and the bridges fell broadly into three 
groups. 

The first group comprised Water Lane 
underbridge, Thurnham Lane underbridge, 
Hockers Lane overbridge and Boarley 
Road underbridge. These four were 
founded on Gault Clay, and the decks com- 
prised simply supported precast post- 
tensioned beams with reinforced concrete 
deck slabs cast in place. Transverse 
post-tensioned or mild steel bar reinforced 
stiffener diaphragms acted in conjunction 
with the top slabs to distribute the 
transverse bending moments. 

The second group were the Ashford 

Road and Boxley Road overbridges. These 
were founded on sand and were less liable 
to differential settlement; the decks were 
continuous hollow reinforced concrete 
slabs. 
_ Group three comprised the remaining 
four bridges, each of which had to be 
different in conception and execution. 
They were the Chrismill underbridge, 
Sittingbourne Road overbridge, and the 
main Medway bridge and adjacent Alling- 
ton underbridge. 

Concerning the background of design, 
etc. Mr. Bowen said that reinforced 
(including prestressed) concrete was 
adopted as the principal medium of 
construction after up-to-date costs analyses 
had been considered in conjunction with 
other pre-requisites —- such as good 
appearance and easy maintenance. Work 
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on the final designs for the eastern section 
was started in mid-1957, and for the 
western section in early 1958. 


Design Data 


The principal design data was identical 
with that adopted for the county’s 
bridges, viz.:— 

Super Loadings. 
Underbridges (i.e., bridges carrying 
the motorway}—M.O.T. _ standard 
loading and the B.S.153 H.B. loading 
(i.e., incorporating 1807 abnormal 
load). 

Overbridges. 
Overbridges—M.O.T. standard (H.A.) 
loading only except Sittingbourne 
Road, which was designed for the 
H.B. loading also. 


Braking Loads. 
As B.S.153, Part 3A. 
Temperature Effects. 


As M.O.T. standard requirements, i.e.,

Prestressing Systems and Equipment 


As in the choice of the. design data, a 
concerted policy was followed and the pre- 
stressing systems and equipment finally 
chosen, after discussion with the first 
successful tenderer, were as described by 
Mr. Bowdler, except only that transverse 
post-tensioning, where called for, was 
done by the Lee-McCall. system. 


Features of Bridges 


Coming to common features, Mr. Bowen 
said all the foundations were continuous 
strips in ordinary reinforced concrete. 

Except for the Medway bridge, the 
designs generally incorporated flexible pier 
and column supports, without free-moving 
bearings, wherever practicable. Earth- 
retaining abutments were eliminated. End 
bearings of the well-known rubber type 
were provided in all the bridges except the 
Medway and the Chrismill; in these two, 
steel roller and rocker bearings were 
chosen to meet the special conditions. 

As to finishes, the supports of the 
bridges over railways were simply fair- 
faced. Those of bridges over minor roads 
were specified to be point-tooled, The 
piers and columns exposed to view from 
the motorway had been cast using white 
cement and white Cornish granite coarse 
aggregate and were to be point-tooled. 

Undersides of the bridge structures 
were fair-faced. Treatment of the side 
elevations of the decks, etc., in the main 
was to utilise precast exposed aggregate 
facing panels. Slopes of embankments and 
cuttings under the bridges also were faced 
with patterns of precast panels and paving 
flags. 

Again the Medway bridge was to some 
extent an exception; its size and location 
obviously demanded individual considera- 
tion. 

The estimated unit costs of the under- 
bridges on the eastern section, in round 
figures, varied from £3 per sa. ft. of plan 
area for the simpler ones, such as Water 
Lane, to a little over £3.5 per sa. ft. for 
the 70 deg. skew bridge at Chrismill. For 
the Sittingbourne Road 55 deg. skew over- 
bridge, which was to carry a _ four-lane 
road, the figure was about £3.8, and for 
the big Medway bridge it was about £7.4 
per sa. ft. of plan area. These figures 
included finishings and surfacings, but not 
transition slabs between the ends of the 
bridges and the roadways. 

In the course of his general description 
of each bridge, he said that at the Ashford 
Road overbridge the road alignment was

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DIRECT LABOUR AN EXPENSIVE LUXURY, 
SAYS LIVERPOOL BUILDERS’ PRESIDENT 


VEN leaders of the Labour Party 

4 themselves had warned that direct 
labour could be an expensive luxury, 
said Mr. R. E. Costain, in his presi- 
dential report to the annual meeting of 
the Liverpool Regional Federation of 
Building Trades Employers held in 
Liverpool recently. The electorate had 
given a decisive vote against any exten- 
sion of Nationalisation, of which direct 
labour was only another form, but some 
local authorities were slow to heed the 
warning, he remarked. Wallasey Cor- 
poration for example had recently 
decided to embark on a direct labour 
scheme for building 23 houses “ under 
the gravely false impression that by 
cutting out builders’ overheads and 
profit they could do the work at less 
cost than the tenders received from 
experienced contractors.” ; 

Referring to Liverpool Corporation 
housing committee’s request for a full 
report on the existing direct labour organi- 
sation in the City, Mr. Costain said rate- 
payers were entitled to know whether the 
Corporation’s Direct Labour Department 
was the “expensive luxury” which many be- 
lieved it to be and he hoped that when the 
report ‘was presented it would show the 
full cost of work carried out by the 
department in such a form that it could 
properly be compared with the cost of 
similar work executed under contract. 

The Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government had recently issued a direc- 
tive that not less than every third contract 
should be put out to tender, with the 
direct labour organisation submitting its 
estimate in competition with contractors 
and it should only get the job if its figure 
was the lowest submitted. If it failed to 
secure a contract in this way it should not 
be awarded any further contract until it 
had been successful in competition. 


“Gold” Land 


The undeveloped land between green 
belts and towns (known officially as white

complicated, with a skewed asymmetrical 
curve of varying radius and varying super- 
elevation. 

At the Chrismill underbridge there was 
a vertical curve on the road over the 
bridge, with the apex just clear of the west 
end of the bridge. The large angle of 
skew, 70 deg., with the vertical curve and 
restricted depth available for the deck 
structure, created severe problems, 
especially in profiling and in providing for 
movements from temperature changes, 
shrinkage and creep. Also the traffic on 
the railway over which the road passed 
had to be unrestricted as far as possible. 

The scheme adopted incorporated 
numerous slender columns with lower 
ends sleeved below ground level so as to 
increase their flexibility, and special two- 
way (“Universal’’) roller bearings at each 
end of the bridge. The deck was folded 
and tilted, but not warped; lightweight 
concrete infilling was being used to make 
up the vertically curved road profile. 

The portions of the bridge deck clear 
of the existing rail tracks were of 
reinforced concrete flat slab construction 
2ft. thick. The centre portion over the 
rail tracks utilised factory-made precast 
post-tensioned concrete beams set at right 
angles to the column lines, except the 
triangular areas adjoining the parapets, 
wherein rolled steel joists were substituted. 
The deck slab was in-situ’ reinforced 
concrete; its formwork was supported 
from the beams and caused no interference 
to the rail traffic beneath. Structural 


land) had been aptly dubbed “ Gold Land,”

Drop in Apprentice Intake 


Quoting figures showing that the intake 
of fresh apprentices had declined each 
year since 1954, Mr. Costain said the 
present situation could not be regarded 
with anything but great alarm. Repeated 
appeals had been made to employers to 
take on more apprentices and unless urgent 
steps were taken to remedy the position 
the industry would be faced with a far 
greater shortage of craftsmen than any 
which had been experienced in the post- 
war years. 


Industry Back in Its Stride 


Mr. Costain had begun his presidential 
report with a general review, and said the 
industry had been remarkably quick to 
get back fully into its stride again after the 
set-back caused by the credit squeeze. It 
was not surprising that there had been 
some temporary shortages of materials be- 
cause some brickworks had been forced to 
close down during the credit squeeze 
while others had had to reduce their pro- 
duction with the result that—when the 
building programme was expanded again 
it took some time to replenish the pipe- 
lines. Unfortunately, one of the lasting 
effects of the cutting back of capital invest- 
ment in building was that displaced opera- 
tives were apt to leave the industry 
permanently for other occupations less 
susceptible to violent fluctuations in indus- 
trial activity, and employers now found 
themselves without sufficient craftsmen to 
carry out the work in hand. 


No Justification for Wage Increase 


The cost-of-living index had remained 
steady during the year and operatives were 


depth in this portion was 2ft. 7in. overall, 
thickened to 3ft. over the columns. 

Solid parapets had to be provided in any 
event to meet the requirements of British 
Railways and were made to form main 
edge beams, which owing to the skew, had 
to carry heavy non-uniform loadings. 
These edge beams, 7ft. 7in. deep overall, 
were of in-situ concrete in the four outer 
spans and of encased welded steelwork in 
the centre span over the railway. 

Surface drainage from the deck was 
taken by downpipes hidden from view 
inside columns. 

Sittingbourne Road overbridge differed 
from the other overbridges in that it was 
to carry a major twin-track (four lane) 
road with full H.B. loading. On this 
bridge also the road alignment was compli- 
cated, with large angle of = skew, 
asymmetrical curve and varying overall 
width (due to variations in width of central 
reservation and some footpaths). Con- 
struction was by factory-made precast 
post-tension beams; deck slab and trans- 
verse diaphragm of in-situ reinforced 
concrete. 

The design of the Medway bridge, the 
largest of the 10, was governed by several 
special conditions: (a) a tow path not less 
than 15 ft. wide and with a clear headroom 
of at least 16ft. 6in. had to be provided 
on one side of the waterway; (b) the 
structure had to be such as would allow 
the waterway to be widened at any time 
by up to 60ft. as a flood-relief measure; 
(c) the ground level on the west was 40ft. 
higher than that on the east side; and in 
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not entitled to any increase under the 
industry’s sliding scale agreement but they 
had made a claim for 4d. an hour increase 
and a third week of paid holidays. There 
was also a movement in industry generally 
towards reducing working hours all of 
which tended to increase the rate of wages 
per hour.

addition (d) the height had to be such as 
to afford the requisite headroom where the 
road crossed over the railway adjacent to 
the west bank. At a later stage the Med- 
way Lower Navigation Company also 
decided that no falsework could be placed 
in the river at any time. 

With these conditions a 
design was ruled out. 

The overall length was 325ft., made up 
by west cantilever 75ft. long overhanging 
west pier by 20ft.; centre suspended span 
8lft.; balanced cantilever 88ft. long and 
on east pier; east end suspended span 8Ift. 
long. 

Construction was by four hollow box 
girders at 22ft. 6in. centres carrying a 
10in. thick in-situ deck slab and interbraced 
by in-situ reinforced concrete transverse 
beams at 20ft. centres. The parallel 
girders were 5ft. 10in. deep and 7ft. 6in. 
wide, with walls 14in. thick, and flanges 
10in. and 12in., thickened over support 
points. 

The four main girders in the suspended 
span over the waterway each weighed 165 
tons. 

It was probably fair to assert, said Mr. 
Bowen, that the Maidstone By-pass bridges, 
viewed as a group, illustrated most of the 
problems which bridge engineers must be 
prepared to face and solve in order to 
satisfy the basic reauirements of the road 
itself, whether the bridge designs had to 
be made in a hurry, as in this case, or 
not. To do otherwise was indefensible; 
such structures were adjuncts to the 
motorway and should follow, not dictate 
or interfere with, its course. 


symmetrical 
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160-BEDROOM HOTEL BUILT IN EIGHT 
MONTHS AT LONDON AIRPORT 


HE recently opened Skyway Hotel, 

the first hotel to be built in close 
vicinity to London Airport, provides a 
good illustration of how time spent on 
forward planning and site organisation 
reflects a shorter construction period. 
Comprising a four-storey accommoda- 
tion block of 160 bedrooms and a single- 
storey public block, the building was 
erected, finished and furnished within 
only eight months of the commencement 
of land clearance. 

A further factor in the speedy construc- 
tion was the latitude allowed the main 
contractors. The architects, Fitzroy 
Robinson and Partners, acting on behalf 
of the Canadian promoters, Seaway Hotels, 
Ltd., invited contractors to bid not only 
on price and on time but also to produce 
the most economical structure considered 
suitable for the buildings, bearing in mind 
the restricted construction time available. 

Bernard Sunley and Sons, Ltd., were 
awarded the contract, their offer being a 
“packaged deal,” based on an outline 
structural design by their consulting 
engineer, H. G. Cousins, and using 
Concrete, Ltd., as sub-contractors for the 
design, manufacture and erection of the 
structural precast concrete. 

On gaining the contract, a general pro- 
gramme involving all trades and specialist 
sub-contractors was drawn up and put into 
operation by the Sunley organisation. 
Subsequently, it was seen that this pro- 
gramme was realistically drafted and 
enforced, since very little departure from 
its requirements actually occurred. 


Layout 


The dormitory block is inclined to the 
main road at an angle of about 30 degrees, 
and is joined to the public block by means 
of an enclosed shopping arcade. The 
public block contains the main entrance 
hall with reception desk and lounge hall, 
a public restaurant with kitchens to the 
rear, an unusually shaped cocktail lounge, 
banqueting suite, and a separate lounge 
for hotel guests. 

The basement floor, beneath the public 
block and shopping arcade, extends to the 
bottom of the bedroom block lift lobby. 
It is served by passenger lifts and, from 
the kitchens, by goods hoist and chute, as 


well as staircases and separate linen and 
refuse chutes. Access to a 5ft. wide 
service duct beneath the centre of the 
bedroom block is obtained from the base- 
ment. 

Food preparation and service rooms are 
contained in the basement, as well as cold 
storage and deep freezing facilities, special 
fish and dairy products storage facilities, 


widened to 7ft. at five intervals to break 
up the monotony of a full-length uniform- 
width corridor and to provide passage- 
way for trolleys, etc. The corridors are 
8ft. in height and warmed by low-pressure 
hot water skirting heaters. 

Ultimately, the bedroom block will have 
260 double bedrooms. At present there 


are 160, arranged in two groups, larger

wine cellar, linen rooms, staff dining 
facilities, toilets and locker rooms. 

The boiler house, fuel tanks, telephone 
switchrooms, water softening plant, sewer- 
age plant and hotel laundry are also 
housed in the basement. 


Bedroom Block 


Each of the four floors of the bedroom 
block has a central 5ft. wide corridor,

rooms overlooking the airport, smaller 
rooms across the corridors. In addition, 
on each floor there are breakfast prepara- 
tion rooms, linen rooms, etc. The upper 
floors are served by two passenger lifts 
and two sets of concrete staircases, to- 
gether with a steel staircase, which will be 
replaced by further concrete staircases 
when the bedroom block is extended later 
in the year. 

In the construction of the two main 
walls of the block more than 20,000 sa. ft. 
of glass was used. The entire curtain-wall 
construction here is divided almost equally 
between large windows and opaque 
turquoise blue panels which incorporate 
glass and fibreglass. These panels use glass 
as the outward facing surface, and are 
backed by the colouring material and 
insulant. They are made by Plyglass, Ltd. 
_ Bison wide slab hollow flooring and roof- 
ing was employed, in conjunction with 
brick cross-wall construction. The overall 
length of the building is 292ft., excluding 
an external staircase at one end, and the 
overall width is 51ft. 2in. The cross-walls 
are arranged to form 22 bays, each 
13ft. 3in. wide between wall centres, giving 
clear spans of 12ft. 6in. 

Seven lines of wide slabs were fixed by 
crane on each suspended floor, and bedded 
on mortar on to the brick cross-walls. 
These wide slabs are of hollow precast 
prestressed concrete, 54in. thick, 12ft. 6in. 
long, and designed for superloads of 40Ib. 
per sq. ft., plus partitions. Where possible, 
standard 7ft. 2in. wide slabs were used, 
each of which is structurally equivalent to 
six normal-width hollow Bison floor slabs, 
but 3lb. per sq. ft. lighter and easy to 
handle and fix where crane facilities are 
available. These slabs were, in fact, used 
for four of the seven lines referred to. 

For two of the other lines, one over the 
central corridor and one along the main 
road side of each floor, the slabs were 
7ft. 9in. in width. Special wide slabs were 
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also used for the seventh line, that along 
the inner wall of the building, these being 
4ft. 10in. in width and approximately 
equivalent to four hollow floor slabs. 

The slabs used with the cross-wall con- 
struction have specially designed end 
notches with projecting nibs. These were 
employed, together with precast upstand- 
type edge beams, the latter being tied in 
to the wide slab construction at the in-situ 
joints between slabs. In-situ joints be- 
tween wide slabs were used throughout, 
in order to achieve structural continuity, 
i.e., to ensure transference of loads from 
cross-walls above to cross-walls below the 
respective slabs. 

The wide slabs over the corridors are 
supported on all four corners by the ends 
of the adjacent cross-walls, instead of 
along two sides. These slabs are of hollow 
construction but have reinforced solid 
ends, which avoid the necessity of using 
separate downstand-type lintel beams over 
the corridors. This construction enables 
a continuous flush soffit to be maintained 
and overcomes any necessity for a deeper 
floor section. 
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by tower crane, together with a third line 
of 6ft. 2in. wide slabs, to make up the 
required total roof width on this side of 
the penthouse. On the opposite side of 
the penthouse, two more lines of 7ft. 2in. 
wide slabs were laid, handling in this case 
being by mobile crane. This part of the 
roof was completed with standard hollow 
Bison slabs, each 14in. wide, four of which 
were laid between adjacent pairs of cross- 
walls. 

A flush soffit was reauired over the top 
floor corridor but, in this case, the use of 
wide slabs with built-in lintels was not 
possible, because of the heavy floor load- 
ing, due to the penthouse plant and tank 
room above. This problem was solved 
by making use of 6}in. thick composite 
hollow plank floor construction, in con- 
junction -with primary and_ secondary 
beams. The corridor was bridged with 
in-situ upstand main beams carried by the 
cross-walls, and precast secondary beams 
were supported from these. /7in. thick 
composite solid plank floor construction 
was employed for the section of roof sup- 
porting the 36-ton water tank, similar floor

The roof of the bedroom block 
necessitated the use of three different types 
of Bison roof construction, because of 
variations in load requirements, which 
range from 15lb. per sa. ft. to as much 
as 350lb. per sq. ft., plus finishes. 

A penthouse runs along the full length 
of the building, immediately above the 
central corridor of the top floor. This 
penthouse is used as a plant and tank 
room and houses extraction fans for the 
bathroom air-conditioning system, heavy 
electrical equipment and water tanks for 
the bathrooms and toilets of the bedroom 
suites, as well as additional tanks for the 
garden and ornamental fountain. 

Another part of the roof incorporates 
a lift motor room and a_ television 
amplifier room, and in both of these the 
floor is designed for a superload of 224lb. 
per sa. in., plus finishes. An adjacent 
section supports a 36-ton water tank, 
which contains 6,200 gallons of drinking 
water for the kitchen and public block 
supply. This is designed for a superload 
of 350lb. per sq. ft., plus finishes. 

The remainder of the roof, about two- 
thirds of the total area, is designed for 
a normal roof loading of 15]b. per sa. ft., 
plus finishes, and is largely constructed of 
wide slabs. These are of prestressed 
hollow concrete 5Siin. thick and span 
12ft. 6in. between adjacent cross-walls, 
7ft. 2in. wide units being used wherever 
possible. 

On the main road side of the penthouse, 
two lines of 7ft. 2in. wide slabs were laid 


construction being used for the lift motor 
room and the television amplifier room. 


Service Ducts 


A simple ducting system was decided 
upon, the use of 7ft. wide service ducts in 
cross-walls and in floors and roofs, each 
duct being lft. 9in. wide internally and 
designed to serve adjacent pairs of bed- 
room suites with all services: low pressure 
hot water for heating, hot and cold water 
for bathrooms, drinking water, toilet flush- 
ing, sewerage, electricity, telephone and 
television. 

Every other brick cross-wall has been 
laid with an integral duct at one end, the 
mating wide slabs being designed and 
made with corresponding cut-out sections, 
so as to form complete ducts 7ft. long 
and lft. 9in. wide. The cut-out part of 
each of these wide slabs was bedded on 
the brickwork of the ducted portion of the 
cross-wall. 

Generally, this arrangement enabled all 
wide slabs with pre-made cut-out sections 
to be produced in two versions, with left- 
hand and with right-hand cut-outs, respec- 
tively, thus ensuring adequate economical 
production runs. This scheme was 
employed for the ducted wide slabs on the 
suspended floors and those on the roof. 
In addition, the 14in. wide hollow slabs 
on the roof were supported directly from 
the ducted parts of the cross-walls, and 
made correspondingly shorter in length. 

The main services are brought into the 
bedroom block through a 5ft. square 
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crawlway-type duct, which runs beneath 
the ground floor central corridor. This 
was constructed at the same time as the 
cross-wall foundations, in-situ concrete 
being used for both purposes. 


Public Block 


The public block is 141ft. long and 92ft. 
wide and is on a ground-level concrete 
slab which overlays the basement and 
boiler house. External features include a 
prestressed concrete suspended canopy 
facing the car parking forecourt, and the 
appearance of an extended porch across 
the frontage, formed by a line of flagposts 
and a slatted sunbreak. The ground-level 
portion of the building consists of four 
main elements: a public facilities hall 
facing the main frontage; a rear hall space 
for exclusive use of hotel residents; an 


in-between L-shaped zone for internal 
communications, offices, cloakrooms, 
toilets, etc.; and a mezzanine floor 


immediately above the L-shaped zone, 
housing air-conditioning plant and water 
tank. 

The public facilities hall along the 
frontage is about 40ft. deep and contains 
a 1,600 sq. ft. lounge hall and reception 
area, a 1,320 sa. ft. cocktail lounge and 
bar, a 2,000 sa. ft. public restaurant seat- 
ing 150 guests, and has a 12ft. high 
suspended ceiling with built-in  air- 
conditioning ducts and lighting services. 

The roof structure consists of wide-span 
Bison purlins spaced at 5ft, between 
centres, carried on  column-supported 
precast beams running along the main 
frontage and along the rear _ internal 
wall of this part of the public block. 
Precast concrete columns are spaced 
at 10ft. between centres, along all 
four walls, this spacing being used to 
suit the standard metal windows employed 
at front and sides. 

Along the main frontage, the overall 
height of the columns is 16ft. llin., and 
they carry 2ft. deep precast concrete 
fair-faced exposed facia beams, special 
beam-column connections being used to 
produce level soffits across the facia beams 
and the purlins carried by them. Along 
the two end walls, the facia beams are 
3ft. Zin. deep and shorter precast columns 
are used. 

Twelve 8&ft. high, 9in. x 9in. section 
precast columns at 1Oft. spacings, with 12in. 
deep beams support the mezzanine floor, 
with brick pier column extensions on the 
beam quarter points carrying both sets of 
purlins, one above the other. 

The rear hall space is about 3lft. 6in. 
deep and contains a 1,920 sa. ft. banquet- 
ing suite, and kitchens and _ serveries 
occupying about 1,800 sa. ft. It extends 
sideways to form a semi-enclosed vehicle 
delivery yard, a refuse storage and collec- 
tion area, and an enclosed electric supply 
sub-station. 

The main roof purlins of the front and 
rear halls are spaced at 5ft. centres to suit 
the services, which run between them, 
these being air-conditioning and lighting 
services mainly. The suspended ceiling 
and the services themselves, including 
trunking, are suspended from mild steel 
angles recessed into the tops of the purlins. 
The purlins are designed for heavy load- 
ings, consisting of the following: a 
superload of 15lb. per sa. ft., plus 
suspended ceiling and suspended services 
rated at 30lb. per sa. ft., and 15lb. per 
sq. ft. for roof decking, weatherproofing, 
wood wool slabbing, 4in. screed, and three- 
ply felt, making a total of 60lb. per sa. ft. 

Connecting the public wing with the 
bedroom wing is the shopping arcade in the 
form of an enclosed link block. It also uses 
a precast concrete frame, in this case hav- 
ing 28ft. span precast beams and circular- 
section columns with a_ special rough 
finish. The columns are an effective 
ornamental feature of the arcade and were, 
in fact, made 20-sided and left rough from 
the moulds. 


The building now open comprises the 
first stage of a £500,000 contract for a 
260-bedroom hotel. Work on the second 
bedroom wing of 100 rooms __ will 
commence shortly. 
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PROGRESS AT HUNTERSTON NUCLEAR 


N recent months the main news from 
the 320-MW nuclear generating 
station being built at MHunterston, 
Ayrshire, has been of industrial unrest 
rather than of substantial progress. 
The disputes, however, involved only 
one of the contractors on site and are 
now settled. 


Although site work on the reactor pres- 
sure vessels and steam-raising units was at 
a complete standstill from the middle of 
September until the beginning of the new 
year, rephasing of the construction pro- 
gramme has, in fact, enabled work on the 
rest of the station to be continued without 
too much interruption. 

Seen from a distance, the site is still 
dominated by the 300-ton Goliath crane. 
Except for a period in the later part of 
last year this crane has been in routine 
operation, its main use being for the move- 
ment of precast concrete units for both 
reactors, 

On the prefabrication apron between 
reactor B and the steam raising unit fab- 
rication workshop, and also on two others 
using the permanent-workshop founda- 
tions, the various courses of the pressure 
vessel for reactor A are almost complete 
under their temporary covers. The bot- 
tom head and support course of the vessel 
have been welded together and the whole 
unit is almost ready to be lifted by the 
Goliath crane, turned over, and placed 
inside the biological shield. There it will 
be welded to the outer skirt support which 
is already in position. 

The second, third, and fourth courses, 
and the top head, are also substantially 
complete, while the inner shell is far ad- 
vanced. The massive 7ft. deep support 
grid for the reactor core was delivered to 
the site in seven sections, welded together 
upside down, and then turned over by the 
Goliath crane for completion prior to lift- 
ing into the pressure vessel. This grid 
weighs 340 tons. 


Steam Raising Units 


_ In the special fabrication workshop, the 
first three steam raising units for reactor 
A are well advanced, while the remaining 
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five are at various earlier stages. As in 
the case of the reactor pressure vessels, 
every inch of weld on these shells is 
X-rayed, and any faulty welding rectified 
before stress relieving and pressure testing 
can be carried out. Stress. relieving 
of the shells will be done by

containers before they are passed to the 
units for erection under clean conditions. 
Civil engineering work on the reactors 
has proceeded with as little interruption 
as possible. In the case of reactor A. the 
main walls of the biological shield are 
complete, and on either side of the service- 
machine hall concreting has reached a 
height of 196ft. above datum. Scaffolding 
has been partly removed from two of the 
quadrants. The structural steelwork, and 
most of the concrete floors of the reactor 
building (on the turbine-hall side) are com- 
plete, and the steelwork of the exit build- 
ing (on the other side) is far advanced. 


Spaced round the outside of the main 
structure are the eight plinths for the 
steam raising units. These plinths are now 
all finished, and concrete floors linking 
them together and to the biological shield 
are ready to receive auxiliary equipment 
when it is delivered. Inside the biological 
shield most of the shield cooling platework 
has now been placed in position. 

The biological shield of reactor B has 
reached a level of +134.00ft., and the 
bottom shield has been poured. Seven of 
the steam raising unit plinths have been 
completed, and the last is nearly finished. 
The shield cooling platework has been in- 
stalled here also, and a start has been made 
on the steelwork of the reactor building. 

Stacked near the reactors are numerous 
precast concrete beams which will form 
the main roof structures for their biological 
shields. More than 150 beams have been 
prepared altogether, the heaviest ones 
weighing over 300 tons. 


Turbine Hall 


In the turbine hall, the six blocks for 
the 60-MW turbo-generators have been 
finished. Erection of the main steelwork

We are bringing our 
architectural and engineering friends to 
London for intensive study of British know- 
how that can be applied in Canada.” 

The programme, much of which is ar- 
ranged by the Cement and Concrete Asso- 
ciation, began on Friday, when the party 
attended a conference on prestressed con- 
crete bridges and saw an exhibition of the 
latest British equipment for prestressing.

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40-HOUR WEEK IN WINTER 
Civil Engineering Agreement 


A NEW approach on the question of 
reduced hours of work was agreed 
last week at a meeting of the Civil Engi- 
neering Construction Conciliation Board 
when the unions accepted an offer made 
by the employers to reduce working 
hours from 44 to 40 per week in the 
four winter months November, Decem- 
ber, January and February. 

The offer included a compensatory wage 
increase of 14d. per hour and an increase 
in overtime premiums from time-and- 
a-quarter to  time-and-a-half for the 
first two hours of overtime. The unions 
had claimed a 40-hour week throughout 
the year without loss of pay plus a wage 
increase of 4d. per hour. 

Mr. J. Maurice Laing, chairman of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contrac- 
tors, said he was glad that the claim had 
been settled amicably. In making their 
offer the employers had taken into account 
the general desire on the part of labour 
for more leisure and the national need to 
keep prices steady. The reduction in work- 
ing hours had been confined to the winter 
months when, because of poorer site con- 
ditions and shorter daylight hours, pro- 
duction would be least affected. 

The offer had been made possible by 
increased productivity resulting from high 
mechanisation and new techniques, which 
the civil engineering unions had always 
encouraged. 

Mr. Laing believed that, with continued 
goodwill on both sides of the industry, the 
increase in wage costs resulting from the 
settlement could, over a period of time, be 
largely absorbed by further increases in 
productivity,

1958, has also been completed, and much 
progress on glasswork, brickwork, and 
roofing, is evident. The cooling water cul- 
vert manifold along the northern side of 
the turbine hall is complete. Among the 
internal equipment, the overhead gantry 
crane has been installed and tested, and 
all the storage tanks for auxiliary cooling 
water, etc., have been placed in position. 
Outside the hall, the transformer founda- 
tions are ready. 

About half a mile down the coast, work 
continues on the main pumphouse for the 
circulating water system. The pump 
chambers and filter bays have been finished 
and penstocks installed, and the twin in- 
take tunnels, about 70ft. below sea-level, 
have been lined with concrete. 

The caissons for both the intake and 
outfall headworks have been lowered into 
position, and work on the vertical intake 
shafts has reached an advanced stage. The 
permanent jetty for the intake headworks 
is virtually complete. Excavation of the 
culverts for the outfall works has been 
finished, while work on the tunnels and 
headworks is progressing. 

Building operations have now spread 
from the reactors and turbine hall, and a 
number of other permanent buildings are 
appearing on different parts of the site. The 
feed water treatment plant, charge machine 
maintenance building, and uranium and 
graphite store are making good progress, 
and excavations have been made for the 
active-waste treatment building. The ad- 
ministration and welfare blocks are far ad- 
vanced, and it is expected that they will 
soon be ready for occupation by members 
of the permanent station staff. 

A substantial network of sewage lines, 
drains, power cables, etc., has now been 
installed below ground level to provide 
permanent site services. The storm-water 
and foul-sewage pumphouse is complete 
and the storm-water side is in operation. 
This was, in fact, the first permanent work 
on the station to be commissioned.

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£23M. BRITISH-BUILT HYDRO-ELECTRIC 
PROJECT IN TURKEY 


ARLIER this month the 

Minister of Turkey, Mr. Adnan 
Menderes, officially inaugurated the 
Hirfanli hydro-electric project in Ana- 
tolia. This £23m. scheme—constructed 
by British contractors — harnesses 
Turkey’s longest river, the Kizilirmak, 
to produce 110,000-kW from. the 
three 44,000-h.p. hydro-electric gene- 
rators already installed. 

It is dominated by a dam, 270ft. 
high and 1,200ft. long, and is also the 
key to the construction of four down- 
stream power and irrigation installations 
which will raise the output of the whole 
project to 1,500,000,000-kWh a year. 

The development is part of the Turkish 
Ministry of Works’ nationwide scheme of 
interconnected power grids, fed by hydro 
electric works and designed to supply over 
60 per cent. of the country’s requirements. 
But Hirfanli is also planned as a holiday 
resort for the people of Ankara, 90 miles 
to the south-east, and the new lake, 46 
miles long and nine miles across at its 
widest point, which has formed behind the 
dam, will be used for sailing, fishing and 
bathing. 

The site was virtually inaccessible and 
a 15-mile approach road had to be built 
as well as 21 miles of temporary roads for 
the huge assembly of plant and transport 
used in construction. This plant included 
12 heavy excavators; 38 Euclid trucks; 94 
vehicles, including motor coaches and a 
3,000-gallon tanker; rollers; drilling 
machines; generators; pumps; and mixing 
and batching plant. 

The labour force was predominantly 
Turkish, and during the peak period of the 
contract nearly 3,000 men living in two 
specially erected camps were at work night 
and day.

Tunnelling 


Before the work of building the dam 
could advance very far it was necessary 
to divert the river and build earth and 
rock coffer dams to enable the under- 
taking to be accomplished in the dry. Two 
diversion tunnels were driven on the right 
abutment of the dam, one 602yd. long and 
the other 544yd. long. 


While initially the tunnels were for 
diversion purposes, the central portions, 
which have a lined diameter of. 26ft. 
against the 23ft. of the diversion sections, 
were later to be used to convey the water 
from the power intake to the turbines in 
the power house. 

Thus at the same time as the main 
tunnels were under construction, inclined 


of 640ft., used 795 tonnes of steel sections 
for the linings and had the welds radio- 
graphically tested. 

In December, 1954, work began on the 
tunnelling, some 68,000 cu. yd. of material 
being shifted to reach the upstream 
approaches of the tunnels. Tunnelling 


was carried out by hand drills and pusher 
legs, the rounds being blasted with 70 per

shafts were driven from the power intake. 
These shafts sloping steeply from the 
power intake were graded so as to level 
off at their point of entry into the main 
tunnels. Three-quarters of the way down 
these tunnels each was divided into two 
steel-lined, bitumen-enamelled, penstock 
tunnels of 16ft. 3in. lined diameter. These 
four penstocks leading to the turbines of 
the power house have a combined length

cent. gelignite. Rock conditions were very 
bad, and extensive crushed and shattered 
areas needed steel arching to support the 
roof. Progress was necessarily slow, but 
in spite of this, 90,000 cu. yd. of rock were 
removed in 1] months, the tunnels being 
“holed through” in November, 1955. 
Exactly a year later temporary bulkheads 
were constructed to prevent water flowing 
through the penstocks, the concrete lining 
was complete, and diversion of the river 
began. For the tunnel linings 45,000 cu. 
yd. of concrete had been used. In the 
grouting of all dubious areas of rock in 
the tunnel environment some 1,000 tonnes 
of cement were injected. 


Shortly after diversion came a period 
of floods, but by June, 1957, they had 
subsided sufficiently for work to be re- 
sumed on adapting the tunnels for power. 
Number two tunnel, where it had not been 
possible to finish the grouting before the 
diversion of the river, was closed by lower- 
*ng a light 13-tonne gate at the entrance. 
Grouting finished, it was reopened and 
number one tunnel was closed. A concrete 
plug was now placed immediately upstream 
of the intersection with the power shaft 
containing twin 45in. diameter valves to 
allow compensation water to flow down- 
stream. So that the valves could be 
salvaged later, flap valves were fitted to 
the upstream end of this plug; these were 
operated by a spindle passing through the 
plug to the downstream end. 


By November 2, 1957, the dam had 
reached a height of 16ft. above the sill of 
the power intake, and work on these 
structures was so well advanced that it 
was safe to bring the Kizilirmak’s water 
under control 34 months ahead of 
schedule. On that date number two tunnel 
was closed permanently with a heavy steel 
and timber gate. Now only compensation 
water could flow through the twin valves 
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in number one tunnel and the reservoir 
began to rise. 

A solid plug was then placed in number 
two tunnel upstream of the intersection 
with the power shaft, while below the 
entry into the two penstock tunnels a 
further plug was placed. Inside the latter 
plug runs the 8ft. diameter compensating 
pipe leading to the 7ft. butterfly valve in 
the discharge regulator house at the down- 
stream face of the tunnel. This 
permanently controls the flow of com- 
pensation water to the river and is opened 
when for any reason the turbines are not 
running, or running too slowly to permit 
an adequate flow of water downstream. 

By the time work in number two tunnel 
was completed the waters of the reservoir 
had risen to the sills of the power intake. 
At this stage water was allowed to flow 
down the power shaft in number two 
tunnel. Number one tunnel was closed at 
the power intake, the temporary twin 
valves were closed and the flap valves 
dropped. With the waters retained by the 
flap valves, the 45in. diameter valves were 
salvaged and the plug at the intersection 
with the power shaft completed; at the 
same time another permanent plug was 
being placed below the penstocks. The 
extent of the work in the plugging opera- 
tions can be judged from the fact that 
4.200 cu. yd. of concrete was placed. 


Dam and Spillway 


As soon as the Kizilirmak had been 


diverted through the tunnels two earth and 
rock coffer dams were built to prevent 


water reaching the main dam area. One 
coffer dam was at the upstream face, the 
other downstream just above the outlets 
of the diversion tunnels. In preparation 
for building the dam a 20ft. deep by 33ft. 
wide trench, already dug up the abutments 
of the dam_ ready for filling with 
impervious core, was continued across the 
river. Owing to the fissured and pervious 
nature of the rock foundations the area 
below the trench had been grouted by in- 
jecting cement through boreholes 140ft. 
deep. It was now only necessary to pump 
the trench dry and blanket grout the 
bottom. Ensuring a watertight foundation 
before tipping the impervious core involved 
some three miles of drilling and the use of 
100 tonnes of cement. 

Construction of the dam and spillway 
now’ proceeded simultaneously. The 
impervious clay core of the dam _ was 
obtained from borrow pits 14 miles distant 
in the flood plain area, while the main 
material for the dam came from excava- 
tions for the spillway which is 2 mile away. 
In all, some 2,500,000 cu. yd. of carefully 
prepared and graded material was placed 
before the dam _ reached its crest in 
September, 1958. 

Making the spillway involved widening 
a natural valley to 350ft. About 4 mile 
up the valley and at right-angles to 
it, a 200ft. cutting was made through the 
left-hand hill, thereby reaching the course 
of the river well downstream of the power 
house, The reinforced concrete spillway 
weir was built at the entrance to this 
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cutting at a level 33ft. lower than the dam 
crest. This weir is surmounted by a 
reinforced concrete bridge, 350ft. long, 
which carries the main access road to the 
works. The channel by which storm waters 
will reach the river below has its gradient 
broken in three places by 60ft. cascades. 
At the point where the spillway joins the 
river the channel narrows to 70ft. 


Power Intake 


Meanwhile, from the outset work had 
been proceeding on the massive power 
intake structure. Setting the foundations 
into the hillside had involved the excava- 
tion of 130,000 cu. yd. of rock. With two 
intake towers, it is 140 ft. wide and the 
reinforced concrete walls are 5ft. thick. 
The trash racks for preventing debris from 
the reservoir entering the turbines are 
170ft. above ground level, and it is 65ft. 
from the front of the trash racks to the 
actual tunnel mouths. 

In order to be able to maintain the 
tunnels and to stop the flow of water to 
them in an emergency, each tower is 
equipped with an intake gate weighing 80 
tonnes and operated by a_  120-tonne 
capacity electric winch in the top of each 
tower, 

The gates, which are operated from the 
power house, are of the upstream sealing 
type, and will close even when water is 
flowing into the tunnels at maximum 
speed. A bulkhead gate for placing in 
front of the main gates is provided to 
enable them to be serviced. Access to the 
power intake structure for maintenance

purposes is by a bridge, 250ft. long, which 
carries a trolley for the bulkhead gates. 


Power House 


The power house is designed to resist 
secondary earthquakes. Because of. this, 
there are no windows and particular atten- 
tion has been paid to high intensity 
fluorescent and tungsten lighting and to 
interior decoration. The entrance hall is 
in the south annexe which houses the 
administration offices, control room, 
auxiliary switchgear and emergency diesel 
generator. 

At the north end of the main building 
are the heating and ventilating plant, oil 
purification plant and machine shop. In 
the basement is a water treatment plant 
and a dewatering pit which receives all 
surplus and storm water from the plant. 
The generator hall has five bays, one of 
which is used for servicing and assembling 
the plant. It has a red floor and blue tiles 
up to 8ft. above floor level, and the walls 
are pale blue with a white ceiling. 


A very tight construction schedule 
necessitated the closest collaboration 
between the mechanical and electrical 


engineering staffs, and the works were pro- 
grammed so that as soon as civil engineer- 
ing was finished in one section of the 
power house, the mechanical and electrical 
engineers could take over and _ begin 
installing their plant and equipment. 


The power generating plant consists of 
three vertical shaft 44,000-h.p. reaction 
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water turbines. rotating at 187.5 revolutions 
per minute, but the machines, when 
operating at a 217ft. head of water, can 
each deliver 50,000-h.p. 

Special features of the turbine runners, 
which are driven round by the water, are 
that they are all-welded and completely 
protected against cavitation by stainless 
steel and they have self-lubricating bear- 
ings. The water reaches the turbines 
through the steel-lined penstock tunnels. 
A 13ft. 6in. butterfly valve has been 
positioned at the end of each of the three 
penstock tunnels now in use to cut ofl 
the supply of water when the turbines are 
not running. Each turbine drives an 
umbrella-type alternator which is capable 
of generating 36.800-kW of power at 
10.6-kV. 

The conveyance of these heavy items of 
plant to site presented considerable 
problems because, although the turbines 
and alternators could be transported in 
sections, the butterfly valves, each weigh- 
ing 60 tonnes, were shipped to site in an 
almost complete state. A workshop to 
assemble the plant was set up on site and, 
indeed, the whole turbine hall became an 
assembly bay. As an example of the 
engineering work done on site, each spiral 
casing, a huge snail shell some 39ft. across 
and weighing about 55 tonnes, was 
transported to Hirfanli in four sections and 
welded into a completely watertight unit 
there. 

Each alternator stator was transported 
in three sections to be assembled and 
electrically connected on site. The butter- 





fly valves were built with such precision 
and their sites were prepared with such 
skill that it was possible to lower the 
valves into position and connect them to 
their respective spiral casings and pen- 
stocks in a little over a week for each 
unit. Since the positions of the penstocks 
and spiral casings were fixed already. both 
horizontally and radially, this was a re- 
markable achievement. 


Transformers and Switchgear 


At the back of the power house stand 
the three huge three-phase generator 
transformers, each of 40,000 kilovolt 
amperes, which step up the voltage from 
the generators from 10.6 kilovolts to 154 
kilovolts for transmission to the switch- 
yard. Associated with each machine there 
is also a unit transformer of 350 kilovolt 
amperes’ capacity which reduces the 
generated voltage from 10.6 kilovolts to 
400 volts, at which level it is used in the 
power house for pumps, fans and auxiliary 
purposes, 

When the power at 154 kilovolts reaches 
the switchyard, it flows to the Kirikkale 
lines and so to the national grid. Part of 
the power is reduced in the switchyard 
by a 10,000 kilovolt amperes transformer 
to 34.5 kilovolts, at which voltage power is 
transmitted to Hirfanli village and 
eventually to Bala and Karakecili. It is 
also possible to supply the auxiliary needs 
of the power house by reverse power from 
the Kirikkale line through the 600-kilovolt

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CONSTRUCTION OF 25-MILE PIPELINE 
IN THE PERSIAN GULF. 


A SUBMARINE pipeline, 25 miles in 

length, has been constructed by 
the Collins Group of Companies to link 
the land line of the Iranian Oil Explora- 
tion and Producing Company with a 
new loading terminal at Kharg Island in 
the Persian Gulf. 

The land lines had already been brought 
from the Gachsaran oilfield over 74 miles 
of mountains and desert to the coastal 
town of Gavaneh, and from there a link was 
needed 25 miles across the waters of the 
Persian Gulf to the tank farms under con- 
struction at Kharg Island, where a four- 
berth marine terminal was being con- 
structed offshore in deep water to provide 
facilities for loading a 100,000-ton tanker 
in 20 hours. 

Geologists, engineers and divers from 
the contractors spent several weeks com- 
piling a geo-aquatic study of the Persian 
Gulf, and with meticulous care the density 
of the sea water, wave magnitude, rock 
and coral core samples were obtained, and 
general oceanographical statistics were 
collected and studied. Weather conditions, 
climate and storm freauency rates were 
charted, and with the formulation of the 
last detailed calculations it became possible 
to select the best method of laying the 
pipeline. 

Three miles from Kharg and 19 miles 
from the mainland, a sandy island called 
Khargu offered an ideal make-up and 
launching area and, with this in mind, the 
contractors suggested a plan to build the 
line in two parts. This involved taking a 
30in. dia. pipeline to the Kharg tank farms 
three miles across the Straits from Khargu, 
then across the launching island to the 
second part, a hazardous long pull of 19 
miles to the coast at Gavaneh. 

With the acceptance of this proposal, 
air-conditioned accommodation, workshops 
and stores were erected on Khargu, provid- 
ing a self-contained town. One of the first 
jobs was to deepen a natural inlet to allow 
the heavily laden barges to be unloaded 
directly on to waiting trucks. An airstrip 
was cleared for aircraft and helicopters, 
helping to speed the passage of men and 
materials. 

With the beginning of work on the 
actual pipeline, the 26ft. lengths of pipe 
were butt-welded into 28 strings, three 


strings of 4,400ft. for the Kharg to Khargu 
pull, and 25 strings of 4,000ft. for the long 
pull. Each and every joint was X-rayed 
and tested before receiving the protective 
coat of bitumen and fibreglass wrapping. 
To protect the pipe and give it the added 
weight needed to keep it on the seabed, 
an outer coat of reinforcing concrete was 
monolithically applied, giving it a total 


equipment aboard the pulling barge. To 
ensure maximum efficiency, the main 


anchors were set on the mainland, and the 
barge was then moved out to sea paying 
out its 24in. diameter steel hawser as it 
headed for Khargu Island. This was the 
first time this method had been used for 
laying 19 miles of continuous pipeline. 
Launching operations were continued

weight of 22,500 tons. The concrete was 
allowed to cure, then side-boom tractors 
moved the first mile length on to already 
positioned launching units. 

As the pipe was to be laid by the friction 
transposition method, trenches had to be 
dug and gaps blown through the coral reef 
so that the pipe could be pulled along 
the seabed with a controlled radius. 

The marine crew spent weeks on 
preparation and rigging of the specialised

day and night and were made especially 
difficult by the fact that through a period 
of time the current had cut a channel in 
the seabed a mile wide and 150ft. deep. 
The pipeline, following the contours of the 
ocean floor, entered into this tidal race 
where water was gushing across the pipe 
at a rate of 5ft. per second. Other 
problems included the 12ft. waves and 
schmalls which spring up suddenly in the 
Persian Gulf. 

Notwithstanding all these conditions, 
foot by foot, string by string, launching 
continued until at Gavaneh appeared the 
pulling head of the pipeline. This was 
then pulled to its final resting place ready 
to be tied into the land pipeline from 
Gachsaran. 

The contractors for the survey, planning 
and laying of the pipeline were Inter- 
national Marine Constructors C.A., of 
Aberdeen, a subsidiary of the Collins 
Organisation, whose London offices are at 
18 Park Street, W.1. 


SAVING ON ASWAN DAM 


Means have been devised of reducing 
the cost of the first stage of the Aswan 
Dam by 10 per cent., about £36m., said 
Mr. Novikov, Russian Minister for Power 
Station Construction, — recently. The 
amount saved would remain at the dis- 
posal of the United Arab Republic. 

During the first year of the project, 
between 120 and 150 Soviet experts and 
technicians would be employed. 

It has also been announced in Egypt 
that Russia has agreed to finance the 
second stage of the dam. The announce- 
ment stated that the Russians would partici- 
pate in the second stage on the same 
lines as they did in the first stage of the 
project, which started on January 9.

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(Concluded from page 468) 
ampere station transformer supplied from 
the 34.5-kilovolt lines in the switchyard. 

The switchyard is set on the top of a 
hill some 260ft. above the power station, 
and for strength reasons a special type of 
cable, in which the insulation is pressurised 
with nitrogen gas, had to be used to carry 
the power from the generator transformers 
to the switchyard. 

The switchyard area is spanned with a 
series of 36 high-tensile steel towers, each 
some 85ft. high, which support the bus- 
bars carrying the incoming and outgoing 
power circuits. Each circuit is controlled 
by air-blast circuit breakers which are 
designed not only to carry normal load 
currents but to interrupt any fault which 
might be generated within the system. 
This type of breaker was chosen for 
reliability and also because, when the 
extremely high-fault currents have to be 
interrupted, the breaking has to be as fast 
as possible. Further, this type of circuit 
breaker is most suited to automatic reclos- 
ing after transient faults. 

To provide power under emergency 
conditions, a diesel generator of 165-kW. 
capacity has been installed. This machine 
is not sufficient to supply all local needs 
in emergencies but will provide power for 
essential services. 

To ensure a supply of water to the 
village, penstocks two and three have been 
tapped and two pumps connected to a 
common main, each of which is capable 
of delivering 10,000 gallons an hour 
through a steel pipe which empties into 
the village reservoir. 

The hydro-electric scheme can he 
operated by remote control by one man 
in the control room. From the control 
desk the power intake gates are operated 
as are the penstock butterfly valves, and 
that in the discharge regulator house. From 
here also the generators are prepared for 
running, started and synchronised. 

Extensive use of instruments allows 
checks to be made on such important 
matters as the water levels at the power 
intakes and at the tailrace. The 
performance and behaviour of the various 
items of plant, including the generators, 
transformers, cables and _— switchyard 
equipment, can also be read from the 
instruments. Power and light for all these 
various operations is provided by the 
house service switchgear, which is of the 
Superform pattern, operating at 400-volt. 
50-cycles a.c., or 130-volt d.c. in the case 
of the direct current auxiliary board.

The project was jointly carried out by 
The English Electric Co., Ltd., and George 
Wimpey and Co., Ltd. It was designed 
by the American consulting engineers, 
Tippetts - Abbett - McCarthy - Stratton, in 
consultation with engineers of the Turkish 
State Water Board. 


WAR DAMAGE PAYMENTS 
The Commission’s work in 1959 


The War Damage Commission paid out 
£134m. during 1959 compared with £193m. 
in 1958 and £234m. in 1957. The average 
weekly rate of payments in the last quarter 
of 1959 was £204,000. 

The Commission paid £5,565 “cost of 
works” claims for repairs during the year, 
and made 1,902 payments on account or as 
instalments. The amount involved was 
£114m. of which nearly £14m. was for the 
repair and rebuilding of houses. Other 
principal items were: Commercial build- 
ings, £24m.; factories, £l4m.; churches, 
£3m.; shops, £l4m. 

The average amount of each claim paid 
during 1959 was £2,066 compared with 
£2,390 in 1958 and £1,930 in 1957. Value 
payments amounted to £2m., of which 
£251,000 related to houses, 

Total war damage payments made by the 
Commission now amount to £1,2554m. in 
4,732,000 separate payments. Contriby- 
tions by property owners during and after 
the war amounted to nearly £200m.

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ACTIVE||AND STIMULATING YEAR 
FOR LONDON BUILDERS 


“THE London Master Builders Asso- 

ciation has had an active and 
stimulating year,” states the report of 
of the Council presented at the annual 
general meeting of the Association 
held last Tuesday. ‘“‘ The most difficult 
feature was perhaps the unexpected 
delay caused for several months by the 
sudden and acute shortage of bricks.

work along these lines.” 

The following are further extracts from 
the report: 


Apprenticeship 


During the year many employers who had 
not previously taken part in the Appren- 
ticeship Scheme have accepted boys for 
training in the various crafts. 

Unfortunately this improvement in one 
section has been offset by the fact that 
some of the other regular apprentice 
masfers have reduced their apprenticeship 
strength. The result is that the total intake 
of apprentices for 1959 is approximately 
the same as for the previous year. 

Further assistance has been received 
from the National Contractors Group, 
some of whose members have increased 
their intake, although this is not neces- 
sarily reflected in the London figures, since 
some apprentices are indentured with other 
regions. 

The policy of dealing with apprentice- 
ship matters by means of personal ap- 
proach has been continued, with the grati- 
fying result that only two meetings of the 
Apprenticeship Panel have been necessary. 

Much attention has been given to the 
matter of selection of prospective appren- 
tices. Cases still arise where it has been 
obvious that the troubles were due to the 
fact that the apprentice was initially below 
the desired standard. Many employers 
have however realised the importance of 
being selective when interviewing candi- 
dates. 

There has been a tendency for more 
applications from boys to be sent, via the 
Youth Employment Service, direct to the 
Association and details have been included 
in the regular circulars. This has enabled 
the Association to make an initial selection 
and put forward only candidates of the 
required standard. 

More publicity has been given to some 

of the crafts other than carpentry and 
joinery and this has resulted in more ap- 
plications for the undermanned crafts; for 
example, the intake of woodworking 
machinists has increased by nearly 50 per 
cent. 
_ Recruitment for bricklaying and plumb- 
ing has improved but painting and decora- 
ting is still well below requirements. 
Attempts have been made to overcome 
the prejudices very often put forward by 
parents and there are signs that more boys 
are showing an interest in other crafts. 

The circumstances applying to the Lon- 
don Region are very different from those 
in other parts of the country and while the 
advantages of a national scheme have been 
obvious, regional autonomy in certain 
matters is under consideration. 


Sponsored Transfer Scheme 


In an endeavour to overcome the fears 
expressed by some of the small firms in 
engaging an apprentice for the full period 


of four or five years, a “ sponsored trans- 
fer” scheme (in reality a supplement to 
the existing provisions for transfers) has 
been proposed. In this way the Associa- 
tion would be able to give assurances that 
in the event of the employer being unable 
to continue to train the apprentice by 
reason only of the shortage of work, a 
transfer to another firm would be effected. 
So far the response from members ap- 
proached has been most encouraging, more 
than 80 per cent. of the replies indicating 
approval and assent. It is hoped that the 
appeal will be extended to all members 
early in 1960. 

The Youth Employment Service has 
recognised the fact that the Industry is 
becoming more selective and will not 
accept boys below standard. The L.C.C.

Youth Employment Report paid tribute to 
the work undertaken by the Apprentice- 
ship Committees and appealed to other in- 
dustries to adopt this pattern. Co-opera- 
tion has been received from several county 
authorities, including the L.C.C., in the 
matter of following up cases of boys placed 
to learn a craft, to ensure that they are 
properly indentured under the National 
Scheme. In other areas where this assist- 
ance has not been forthcoming difficulties 
have been encountered, and in one locality 
interest in the industry has declined with 
the result that some courses at the local 
technical college have been discontinued 
for lack of support. 

The Association has continued to em- 
phasise that the Industry requires boys 
who have completed pre-apprenticeship 
courses of one year at technical colleges 
or three-year full-time courses at technical 
schools. There has never been any diffi- 
culty in placing them in apprenticeship, 
and the wastage is negligible, as the boys 
are interested in their particular craft and 
have already made up their minds to pur- 
sue it before leaving school. During the 
year the total demands from employers for 
this type of boy have not been met, and in 
consequence the education authorities have 
been asked to increase the number of such 
courses in the London Region. 


Contracts and the Law 


There are indications that the policy 
which has been actively pursued for some 
time of encouraging local authorities to 
make use of the R.I.B.A. Standard Condi- 
tions is meeting with a considerable degree 
of success. Cases are continually being 
taken up with individual authorities where 
small, but often important, alterations to 
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clauses are made and in most of these cases 
some improvement is obtained. 

Invitations to tender for the larger con- 
tracts on a firm price basis now seem to 
have become the rule rather than the 
exception. Isolated cases have been re- 
ported in which documentation has been 
inadequate or there has been unreasonable 
delay in acceptance or commencement, but 
generally the position seems to be satis- 
factory. Little difficulty has been experi- 
enced in obtaining co-operation from the 
suppliers. 

The Code of Procedure for Selective 
Tendering initiated by the Association 
some six years ago has now been published. 
The existence of this Code will prove in- 
valuable in the Association’s efforts to 
improve tendering procedure to the benefit 
not only of members, but also of the pro- 
fessions and the building public. 

Concern has been felt during the year 
at the increase in the volume of work car- 
ried out by local authorities’ direct labour 
departments. This is fully shared by the 
National Federation who have given the 
matter a great deal of attention. In line 
with the Federation’s policy, a Regional 
Committee has been set up to obtain 
information concerning direct labour 
activities and to watch the position with a 
a view to taking appropriate action. 

The Contracts Committee endorsed a 
number of suggestions put forward by a 
member which, if adopted by quantity sur- 
veyors in the compilation and preparation 
of Bills of Quantities, would appreciably 
simplify the work in builders’ offices. 

The adoption by quantity surveyors 
of these suggestions, which include 
the printing of Bills on one side only, the 
use of semi-transparent paper and of ink 
with a reasonably high carbon content, and 
of single sheets fastened with staples in 
preference to binding, would enable 
builders to make use of the copying ap- 
paratus now available. 

The National Federation approved and 
put the suggestions before the Royal Insti- 
tution of Chartered Surveyors, who have 
now issued them in the form of advice to 
their members. 

Several instances have been encountered 
during the year in which local authorities 
have sought to include in their building 
contracts a condition that the contractor 
may employ only workpeople who are 
members of trade unions. Apart from the 
practical difficulty of complying with a re- 
quirement of this nature, a question of 
policy arises which the Association feels it 
cannot accept, since it seeks to introduce 
as a condition a political matter which is 
unrelated to the main purpose of the con- 
tract. Negotiations have taken place with 
certain authorities at least one of which has 
accepted our contentions and has made 
appropriate alterations to its standing 
orders.

The Association of Somerset Surveyors 
celebrated the commencement of its 50th 
year since inauguration by holding a dinner 
and dance at the Grand Atlantic Hotel, 
Weston-super-Mare, recently. 

The dinner was preceded by the annual 
general meeting at which Mr. J. H. H. 
Wilkes, county surveyor of Somerset, was 
installed as president for the ensuing year. 
Mr. W. C. S. Harrison was elected 
chairman.

“You wouldn’t find many of those 
things on a contract site.” 

“Not as you would in a factory,” I 
agreed, “ but there are other ways of con- 
tracting dermatitis. Lack of cleanliness, 
for instance—sometimes due to inadequate 
washing facilities. Or cleaning the hands 
and forearms with solvents such as petrol, 
diesel oil, or paint thinners—which, of 
course, remove the natural fat. Abrasives 
will also damage the skin and pave the 
way to dermatitis. The only answer is— 
plenty of hot water, soap (or a good in- 
dustrial cleanser) and reasonably hygienic 
surroundings, Barrier cream may also help. 
Some people are abnormally sensitive to 
certain substances, and I’m afraid there’s 
little we can do about cases of that kind, 
except to make sure that medical advice 
is obtained—and acted upon. 

“One thing we must always remember. 
This kind of trouble nearly always has its 
side effects—anxiety and _ depression 
amongst them, and if we can remove those 
conditions we may be helping the doctor 
to do his stuff. 

“Now I think we’ll go along to the office, 
have a look at Brown’s medical note, and 
check up some of the details.”

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GOLIATH CRANE LIFTS 385 TONS 
AT HINKLEY POINT 


HE 250ft. high 400-ton Goliath 

crane which runs on its own 
rails and straddles the reactor build- 
ing at the Hinkley Point atomic 
power station site, Bridgwater, Somer- 
set, recently made a lift of 385 tons in 
positioning the steel shell of a steam- 
raising unit. 


This is the first to be installed of the 
twelve steam-raising units which will pro- 
vide power to drive the station’s turbo- 
alternators. Each unit is 90ft. long, 214ft. 
in diameter, and when equipped for opera- 
tion, with its complex of internal tubing 
over 27 miles in 
length, will weigh 
1,200 tons. 

It is now two years 
since work began at 
Hinckley Point, 
where the _ world’s 
first 500-MW atomic 
power station, which 
is being erected by 
the English Electric- 
Babcock and Wilcox- 
Taylor Woodrow 
Atomic Power Group 
for the Central Elec- 


tricity Generating 
Board. _ 
The first reactor 


will become critical 
towards the end of 
1961 and the station 
is expected to be in 
commission in 1962. 

Fabrication in site 
workshops is going 
ahead on the second, 
third, and fourth 
steam raising units. 
The mechanical engi- 
neering phase of 


work at the site is 
now in full swing, 
and the civil engi- 


neering work is near- 
ing completion. 
Already some 
235,000 cu. yd. of 
concrete have been 
placed out of the 
300,000 cu. yd. re- 
quired for founda- 
tions, reactor build- 


ings, turbine _ hall, 
etc. 
During the past 


year, progress has in- 


cluded the launching and installation at a 
point 2,000ft. off-shore of the cooling water 
intake caisson, through which water will 
be pumped along two underwater tunnels 
to the station at the rate of 35,000,000 
gallons an hour. Construction of the tur- 
bine hall, to be the largest in Europe, and 
its extension buildings is also far advanced. 

Manufacture is well under way, at fac- 
tories at Rugby, Stafford and Liverpool, of 
the steam  turbo-alternators, condenser 
units, and other electrical equipment which, 
together with all the steam-raising equip- 
ment, is being shipped to Combwich, a 
new port specially constructed by the 
Group for the delivery of heavy equipment.

LIGHTWEIGHT FIRE PROTECTION FOR 
STRUCTURAL STEELWORK 


(HE many factors involved in using a 
lightweight cladding for the protec- 
tion of steelwork against fire in buildings, 
instead of the traditional dense con- 
crete, are comprehensively dealt with 
in a new Paper entitled: “A Report 
on Lightweight Fire Protection for 
Structural Steelwork,” 

The Paper—by Frederick S. Snow and 
Partners, consulting engineers—shows how 
the excessive weight of concrete, regarded 
in the past as an accepted handicap, can 
be overcome economically and efficiently 
by the use of vermiculite gypsum plaster 
applied to metal lathing. The effect of 
using this type of fire protection on the 
design of the steelwork is examined in the 
light of the revised B.S. 449:1959, and a 
price comparison with concrete shows that 
a saving of at least eight per cent. can 
normally be expected. 

In addition, the advantages in speed to 
be gained by transferring the task of fire 
protection from the steel fixer and con- 


cretor to the plasterer, from the prelimi- 
nary trades to one of the finishing trades, 
are discussed, 

Part two of the study gives details and 
drawings of various metal lathing systems 
and data which architects and engineers 
will require when designing or specifying 
vermiculite gypsum plaster for fire protec- 
tion. By lowering the gross weight of the 
building and by reducing the cost of fire 
pratection, this development points the 
way to more efficient and economical use 
of steelwork in multi-storey buildings, 
says the Paper.

HE annual dinner of the Scottish Plant 
Owners’ Association held in Glas- 
gow was again a notable occasion with 
large parties attending from all the major 
Scottish plant firms. The principal guest, 
the Hon. Lord Cameron, maintained the 
very high standard set by previous guests 
and the chairman, Mr. Niall D. Hodge, was 
again a most popular and acceptable and 
pointed speaker.. 

Proposing the toast of the Association, 
Lord Cameron said the value such an 
association lay in the provision of a forum, 
a platform and a body for contact with 
the Government authorities. As an in- 
dustry they were concerned with heavy and 
valuable plant which could only be justi- 
fied if in continuous use. It was in the 
interests of all concerned that this should 
be so and he could not help thinking that 
the Scottish Highlands offered immense 
scope for such use. 

Communications were the root of eco- 
nomic prosperity; the plant, men and will 
were all there to provide the communica- 
tions which would assist all industry. 


More Contracts Required 


Mr. Niall Hodge, replying to the toast, 
said the Government did not seem to have 
grasped the immense potential of modern 
plant or understand the great speed with 
which it worked. Many more contracts 
were required if the available plant were 
to be used to full advantage; this was 
especially so in view of the restrictions 
which had been applied to opencast mining. 

The plant industry with its present 
capacity could do much to improve the lot 
of all mankind, not only at home but 
abroad and it was surely the duty of the 
leaders of the nation to make certain that 
the opportunity was indeed offered to use 
the resources which were available. 

Mr. Hodge paid tribute to the success- 
ful operation of the lecture course staged 
by Glasgow University and also offered 
the Association’s best wishes to Mr. Frank 
Lilley, past president and prominent Glas- 
gow contractor, on his success in the 1959 
Parliamentary elections. The dinner—itself 
a most excellent occasion—was honoured 
by representatives from the associated 
crafts and trades in Scotland, by repre- 
sentatives from the Institutions and from 
the Scottish staff of the Ministry of Works. 


LANCASTER BY-PASS NEARING 
COMPLETION 


Unless abnormal weather conditions 
cause a hold-up, Lancaster By-pass is ex- 
pected to be opened to traffic by Easter— 
a few weeks ahead of schedule. At present 
more than half of the hard shoulders of 
the road have been finished, but the 
carriageway is very nearly completed. 

Following last week’s meeting of the 
County Highways and Bridges Committee, 
it was announced that the committee have 
decided to recommend to the Minister a 
£100,000 plan to lift and widen the A.588, 
running from Poulton-le-Fylde to Lan- 
caster, at Cockerham Marsh. The scheme 
is designed to stop flooding. 


ROYAL SOCIETY OF HEALTH 
CONGRESS 


Among the papers to be read at this 
year’s Royal Society of Health annual 
congress are: “The Design of Housing,” 
by Alfred Hutchings, engineer and sur- 
veyor of Cuckfield R.D.C.; and “The Use 
of Modern Gas Equipment in Blocks of 
Flats and Other Large Buildings,” by D. R. 
Wills, head of the space heating laboratory,

A COMPRESSED air pipeline filter, with 

a transparent bowl and a choice of 
element to give performance according to 
requirements, has been introduced by 
Vokes, Ltd., Henley Park, Guildford, 
Surrey, for use with jin., jin. and fin, air 
lines. 

Designed to protect air-using equipment 
by the continuous removal of abrasive 
pipe scale, solids, and corrosive moisture 
from the supply air, the filter is equipped 
with a standard general-purpose element 
suitable for the removal of average con- 
centrations of water or oil mist.
